A Haliburton hank employes 


identified George Owen Arm- 


strong, 40, of Richmond Hill as 
being one of the people in the 


Bank of Montreal at Halibur- 
ton before his manager was 
shot to death on August 31st. 


Twenty-five-year-old Reginald 
Wilson recalled for the prelim- 


inary hearing of a murder 


charge, incidents leading up 
to the death of his manager - 
Eric McConnell - on that fate- 
ful Friday evening. Arm- 
strong, charged with capital 


| murder as a result of the shoot- 


ing, listened attentively from 
the prisoner’s box as the hear- 
ing proceeded. His brother, 
Allan, now on bail and charged 
with being an accessory. after 
the fact, sat behind the defen- 
dant in the preliminary hear- 
ing, along with his wife and 
that of his brother. 

Mr. Wilson told the court 
that it was closing time at the 
bank and the only people in it 
were Dr and Mrs. Good and 
their child, Earl Coulter and a 
stranger whom the witness 
identified in court as the de- 
fendant - George Armstrong. 

He testified that he frst 
noticed Armstrong entering 
the bank and taking his place — 
at the customers’ desk. In the 
course of his  pre-closing 
duties, Wilson told the court 
he had approached the defen- 
dant and saw he had deposit 
slips in his hand and was writ- 
ing. Armstrong, he said, had 
informed him he wanted to 
see the manager about a 
$2,500 loan. 

Later in his evidence, Wil- 
son recalled seeing the man 
he had identified in court as

EDITORIAL.... 


CLOSED FOR THE CONVENIENCE 
OF THE CUSTOMER? 

One of the baffling slogans to be adopted by retailers 
anywhere has been making its appearance in nearby 
Peterborough . . . ‘Closed all day Monday for the con- 
venience of the customer’ — or words to that effect. 
This one really tosses the prospective customer for a 
loop. How, he wonders, can anyone consider me so guil- 
lible as to believe that a merchant is closing his store for 
my convenience? The only answer to that is that ap- 
parently there are those who do . . . They would haye 
you believe that when you come down town for a loaf 
of bread or whatever on Monday, that they have your in- 
terests at heart when they keep their store closed so you 
can come back down the next day. There is a word which 
sums up customer reaction to that very nicely — “ba- 
loney”. 


The only time a retail store really serves the in- 
terests of its customers is when it remains open for 
their convenience and the only people the merchants 
who say they are closing for the convenience of their 
customers are fooling, are themselves. In a democracy, 
that is their privilege but it ceases to become a democratic 
right when they try to force other merchants to conform 
to their way of thinking. Municipal councils should be 
wary of getting involved in regulating retail store hours 
when retailers themselves cannot agree on policy. 


‘Reports and Remarks... 


ON SUCCESS IN SEELLING 

The question most often asked in the sales offices of 
real estate firms across Canada is, “how do I as a sales 
man attain any real degree of success in selling homes?” 
A cross-section of replies would point out that it is a 
matter of guilding confidence in the minds of the buyers, 
the sellers and the public generally. 

Building confidence results in the buyer and the 
seller believeing what the salesman tells them, but more 
important, being glad afterwards that they did believe 


For you a salesman to build that confidence depends 
upon several things . . . knowing your prospect . . . hold- 
ing his interest . . . paying attention to Its conversation 

. etc. To know your prospect, find out all you can 
about him: family, job, what he wants and what he can 
afford. Unless you properly qualify a prospect, you'll end 
up making a sales talk “cafeteria style’: you spread out a 
wide veriety of listings before him and he wastes his time 
and patience trying to decide. When you know your 
prospect you know what he wants. 


Hold your prospect’s interest. Once you see his 
attention start to wander, fasten it on something else. 
If he thinks the yard is too big to care for, remind him 
of the fine neighbours he will have. Pay attention to 
your prospect. Don’t Jet your attention wander. A 
chance remark by a prospect (“I’m interested in wood- 
working”) can be used to clinch a sale (“Then you'll 
want this house; the basement’s perfect for a work 
shop!) 


Successful real estate salesmen don’t rush through 
a well-prepared sales talk. Give the prospect time to com- 
ment ur he'll think he’s being high-pressured. Draw him 
out with a leading question, such as: “Do you prefer 
double-hung or casement windows?” This gets his 
objection out in the open where you can work on them. 

Successful real estate salesmen watch the time. If 
you know your prospect has an appointment elsewhere 
and won't have much time, you’re better off setting 
up another showing. Then he'll be able to concentrate; 
yoiu’ll be able to sell; and your listing won’t be hastily 
rejected. As the old saying goes, you may only delay 
the sale — not destroy it. —The Canadian Realtor.

THE FURROWED BROW. A lovely writes: My forehead 
is cross-hatched with wrinkles, and yet I am under forty. 
Why Should this be and what can I do about it? 

For all women with the problem this answer: Age has 
little to do with the case, Wrinkles on the forehead are 
caused by the habit of frowning or puckering up. Frowns 
form vertical furrows; puckers etch horizontal lines. 

Plainly the first step to correction 1s controlling your 
grimaces. And it is not easy, You really have to concentrate 
on keeping the brow still, as doubtless you are unaware that 
you ever rumple it.

No 
damages or injuries were reported, Last night, Mere- 
dith was hung in effigy, with a placard around the straw 
dummy’s neck reading: “we'll be glad when you're 
gone.” 


HAD THEIR SAY 
Now that the Liberals and the Social Credit party 
have had their say about the Throne speech that open- 
ed parliament last week, it’s the New Democratic 
Party’s turn. The New Democrats will propose a sec- 
ond sub-amendment to the Liberal non-confidence mo- 
“tion either today or tomorrow. Last night the first 
sub-amendment, made by the Socreds, was defeated 
with only the 30 Socreds voting in favor of it. 


GET TOGETHER 

Conservative members of parliament feel that this 
failure of the Liberals and Social Credit Party to get 
together in last night’s vote means that the two part- 
ies can not work together. And this, they say, makes 
it appear that the minority Diefenbaker government 
will survive at least until spring. 


REMAINING IN HARBOR 

A Cuban freighter is remaining in harbor at 
Montreal today following seizure of some of its cargo 
by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and Customs 
officials. The items are all ones outside approved 
exports for Cuba and include religious pamphlets, bags 
of chemicals and nuts and bolts. Trade regulations 
restrict exports to foodstuffs, medical supplies, agri- 
cultural products and livestock. 


SEARCH 

A search is being conducted today for dead pilot 
Jean Sanfacon whose single-engined Aearonca aircraft 
crashed last Saturday in bushlands north of Three Riy- 
ers, Quebec. Two passengers on the plane—Paul-Emile 
Bellemarre of Shawinigan, Quebec, and Joseph Laroche 
of St. Etienne Des Grecs, Quebec—stumbled out of the 
bush yesterday to report the crash and the death of 
Sanfacon. The search is being conducted on foot be- 
cause the downed plane is in an area where hills are 
more than 17-hundred feet high.

ANOTHER KIND OF TROUBLE 
ON THE DEVALUED DOLLAR FRONT 

Canada’s devalued dollar front is troubled, espec- 
ially as it relates to the tourist trade. In Saturday's 
edition of Metropolitan press, the following announce- 
ment appeared under the caption: “Your dollar bill is 
100c in Daytona: 

“DAYTONA BEACH, Florida—A list of more than 
270 motels in the Daytona Beach resort area which 
have agreed to accept Canadian currency at par value 
with U.S. dollars is available for the asking. 

“The list will be distributed to travel agencies and 
to Canadians inquiring at the Daytona Beach Chamber 
of Commerce, according to Arnold Lund, president of 
the Halifax Area Council. 

“The Canadian dollar, now worth 92.5 cents in the 
U.S., could drop to 90 cents before going out of effect, 
Mr. Lund said. 

“The Daytona Beach Restaurant 
passed a resolution offering the discount. 

“Canadian money will be accepted only for the 
amount of purchases, of course, and only currency can 
be accepted, Mr. Lund stressed.” 

Byven before this item appeared, there was evidence 
of dissatisfaction with the arrangement in the St. Pet- 
ersburg Times as witness this letter to “The Times 
Forum” editor; 

“Tf you had been North with us on a three month 
circle tour of about 10 states, you would not conclude 
that a 71 per cent discount to Canadian visitors is good 
business. 

“Long before this special concession was proposed 
by Wendell Jarrard of the Florida Development Com- 
mission, we had overheard many sharp criticisms of the 
way Canadian motels, hotels and restaurants treated 
American tourists this summer. Unless one was astute 
enough to change all of his U.S. money into Canadian 
money at a border bank and thus get the benefit of the 
7.5 cents per American dollar, the general rule seemed 
to be to charge the American tourists the full American 
dollar and thus have them overpay by 714 per cent and 
just try to get it back. Hence, when the word now gets 
around to New England, New York, Pennsylvania, Wis- 
consin and Minesota that Florida is favoring these 
chislers in Canada, the hue and cry is certain to be: 
“Okay, if that’s the way they want to play the game, 
just where else can we go this winter than Florida, for 
there they won't give us Americans what they will give 
Canadians!” 

“We were asked this numerous times on our trip, 
for they knew that we are experienced travelers. 

“So T am sure your boy Jarrard’s “bright idea is 
going to boomerang. I well realize that Daytona Beach 
haying taken the lead is a bad move. It puts St. Pete 
on a spot, but somebody has to have backbone enough 
to take a sensible stand, and apparently the St. Pete 
Chamber of Commerce did just that.”

Tampering with the dollar seems to be fraught 
with trouble, doesn’t it? 
MINIMUM SECURITY .. . 

The people in this area aré getting a glimpse of 
minimum security at work and they have already had 
examples of how relaxed it is by former standards of 
detention. We refer, of course, to the Ontario Training 
School for Girls and the two reported escapes from the 
school, relatively short-lived as they were. 

Despite the fact that a sign at the entrance to this 
provincially-owned institution now reads “private”, 
the pre-opening tour of the school, listing of the staff, 
and so forth, gave the public the impression it was ad- 
equately equipped to ensure that those entrusted to its 
care could be effectively controlled. 

What has been happening? Here we have a well 
Staffed training school located virtually in the centre of 
an expansive open piece of land on which there isn’t even 
a tree behind which to hide, and two successful escapes 
are carried out, albeit the freedom they brought was 
soon over. Something is not functioning the way it 
should here and minimum as the security needs may be 
at this school, it should he tightened up sufficiently to 
make it impossible for the girls in training to simply 
walk off the lot without so much as by-your-leaye and 
unnoticed by the staff. 


THERE ONLY USED TO BE ONE... 

Civic Holiday used to be Civic Holiday... .There was 
once only one but times change and apparently so do 
people's views on when Civic Holiday should be held in a 
given community. 

The subject was raised by the Victoria County High 
School Area Board at its September meeting when it was 
suggested that an effort be made to eliminate the present 
confusion of three Civic Holidays in the district it serves. 

Many communities forego observing the traditional 
August Civic Holiday (first Monday in August) for a va- 
tiety of reasons, one of which is for business reasons. 
Haliburton, for example, didn’t observe Civic Holiday 
this year until last Monday (September 24) because it was 
considered unwise to close up business when the tourist 
season was at its peak and most people their busiest. 
This didn’t work out so well for one group — the high 
school students in the area . . . It was school as usual, 

Obviously, when Civic Holiday shall be held in a given 
municipality is going to be a tough problem to resolve 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. And, since the high 
school area is dependent on the goodwill of the municipal- 
ities it serves, having all communities conform will require 
the utmost in diplomacy. Bven then it would appear ex- 
tremely doubtful if uniformity will be achieved. Mutliple 
Civic Holidays may be something the board will have to 
live with. 

A WELCOME ANNOUNCEMENT 

Lots of things we hear nowadays hardly come 
under the heading of good news but the announcement 
by the Lindsay Industrial Commission that another in- 
dustry is locating in town is a welcome one. It is the 
first significant stirring of new industrial life felt by 
the town in many months,

firm which is opening a branch at Lindsay to manufac- 
ture kitchen utensils, will absorb several people into its 
staff, although the operation will not at first be large 
scale, It perhaps should be pointed out that this is not 
a new company. We are informed by Mayor Joseph 
Holtom that it is a third generation American family 
venture known as the Turner-Seymour Manufacturing 
Company of Torrington, Conn., and that it has a high 
financial rating. 

We hope the break-though in industrial develop- 
ment will mark the beginning of another phase of sound 
progress for the town and extend every good wish to 
those participating, 

Lindsay has much to offer moderate-sized industry 
and its environment has a lot to offer the personnel of 
industry. Like anything else, these qualities must be 
sold and we hope the industrial commission meets with 
continuing success in doing so. 

TAKING THE LONG RANGE VIEW 
ON THE SEWAGE DISPOSAL PROBLEM 

These are times when most municipalities are 
acutely conscious of the cost of maintaining themselves 
- - the provision and upkeep of essential services - - as 
reflected in ever-mounting taxes. This trend prompts 
municipalities to regard with concern that which is 
going to place further tax burdens on the people. It 
is natural, therefore, when Lindsay is called upon to 
provide adequate sewage treatment facilities, that we 
strive to get the best for the least. 

At the moment, Lindsay has a sewage treatment 
plant which, for various reasons, is out of operation long 
before it is paid for. Compounding the problem is the 
fact that the town, by order of the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission, is requested to at least put the 
present plant back in operation. A consulting engi- 
neering firm has advanced several proposals for 
(a) doing that only and (b) providing for what it be- 
lieves, in the light of existing available information, the 
future sewage disposal needs of the town. 

“The Post” early took the position that we should 
not commit the town to unnecessary investment in this 
respect, especially since the present plant is not paid 
for and, if repaired, might serve the town’s immediate 
needs. As a result, we sought to have further consid- 
eration given to a decision to spend something like $320,- 
000 for a lagoon-type treatment system which, up until 
then, had the Council’s full endorsement. A meeting 
was subsequently arranged by Mayor Holtom with the 
engineering firm, at which a counter proposal was sub- 
mitted by “The Post” and discussed. During this meet- 
ing certain aspects of sewage treatment - - it effect on 
| the town’s development, immediate and long range 
costs - - were explored. The outcome of the discus- 
sions boiled down to this: (a) the present plant, as 
conceded in the original engineering report, could be 
repaired at an estimated moderate cost subject to pos- 
sible further expense, depending on what was found 
when the deteriorated plant was fully exposed. This 
could, even allowing for contingencies, be done at a fig- 
ure approximating $157,000. When finished we would 
have what we bought in the first place repaired or par- 
tially replaced - - a primary treatment plant. No pro- 
vision would be made for expansion which, if and 
when it came, would be a costly procedure and the per 
year cost to the town would be within a few thousand 
dollars of the alternative system tentatively approved 
by Council. The alternative complete sewage treat- 
ment system, of the lagoon-type, would cost $320,000 
but expansion, the engineering firm assured us, would 
be much less costly and at a time predictably much 
more remote. 

The advantages of repairing the present plant 
would primarily be limited to (1) a somewhat lower an- 
nual payment and (2) it would still be adequate for 
present needs, 

The disadvantages: (1) The risk of further me- 
chanical failures and higher maintenance costs. (2) the 
inability to expand without further. heavy capital out- 
lay. (3) The presence within the town limits of a sewage 
treatment system giving off continuously unpleasant 
odours as opposed to the remote lagoon system which 
would be located some distance from the town, 

We are reluctant to recommend a partial or tem- 
porary solution to a problem which doesn't seem to 
lend itself to economical, lasting results. This, much as 
we are equally reluctant to see the town commit itself 
to a heavy obligation at this time. We can only con- 
clude therefore, in the light of assurances received from 
the consulting engineer, that the plan for complete la- 
foon-type sewage treatment suggests the most practical 
course, having in mind the future economics of the 
operation as set forth by him.

PROTECTING YOUNGSTERS’ LIVES 

More than 500 pedestrians are killed every year in 
Canada and thousands injured when struck by,automo- 
biles, according to the All Canada Insurance Federation. 

Many of those killed and injured are children, and 
with schools in session again across Canada, extra precau- 
tions are needed to protect the lives of youngsters. The 
Federation, which represents more than 200 fire, casualty 
and automobile insurance companies, offers these safety 
suggestions to parents and drivers: ; 

1) Start early to teach children the recognized 
rules and habits of safety. 

2) Children are quick to follow examples set by 
older people, so set a good example yourself by obeying 
the traffic and pedestrian rules, 

3) Teach small children to cross streets only at 
stoplights, or where special guards are on duty. . 

4) Always encourage children to make full use of 
school yards or playgrounds rather than play in the 
street. 

5) Campaign for school crossing gurads in your 
community. = 

6) When driving, watch out for school and play- 
ground areas; slow down always. 

7) Watch carefully for children in the morning, at 
noon, and when schools are let out for the day. 

8 Don’t pass a stopped school bus from either 
side; wait until the bus has closed its doors and started 
up again. 

9) Always give a child the right-of-way. 

A CLASS APART 

Under the editorial head Second Class Citizens? in 
our January issue we protested the use of the term and 
insisted that the servants of Ontario are in every sense 
first class citizens. In this issue, we reprint a Toronto 


Star article which again effectively tags civil servants’ 


generally as second class citizens, second class in the 
sense that the protected rights of citizens are denied 
civil servants. It is not our purpose to take issue with 
the Dominion Government on their heavy-handed dis- 
missal of the rights of Dominion Civil Servants. We 
do take issue with those who, while loudly proclaiming 
their championship of democracy, endanger democracy 
by using their brief authority to decide in the public 
interest who shall not receive all the benefits of democ- 
racy. In our view, democracy suffers defeat when it is 
applied partially and we must reluctantly concede, in 
spite of our protestations, that any group of Citizens 
who are prevented from realizing all citizens’ rights 
must be regarded as something less than first class. 

The question of denial of fair pay to seme 50,000 or 
more Dominion Civil Servants, important as it is to 
those involved, is no more than a mere incident to sup- 
port the charges of those who use the term second class 
citizens. The real issue is whether absolute authority 
should be used to enforce unilateral decisions on minor- 
ity groups who happen to come under the direct control 
of the absolute authority. Surely NOT ina democracy! 
Where does the real public interest lie? 

It can be conceded that the Ontario Government 
Was operating in the public interest in temporarily 
removing the right to strike in the face of obvious wide- 
spread disruption of service to the public. Government 
action in this case was obviously in the public interest, 
but recognized the right of the employees to a hearing 
of their case by an impartial authority. 

Whether binding decisions by arbitration is the fin- 
al answer to the problems of the second class citizen 
is presently a moot point. Certainly, this, or any other 
measure, is far better than a complete and arbitrary 
denial of recourse and combined with real and mature 
NEGOTIATIONS in place of the present consulta- 
tions (?) used in most civil service jurisdictions would 
accord civil servants, as employees and citizens, some 
rights, while at the same time serving the public inter- 
est. 

Leadership is the first Ingredient necessary to the 
satisfactory result. The Ontario Government could 
provide the leadership and establish the claim of 
Ontario to the title of the Banner Province.

HUNTING 

The Ontario Safety League suggests you observe the 
Duck Hunter's Safety Code for safer and more enjoyable 
shooting this fall: 

= *. . 

Choose a Captain. Duck hunters should decide who 
will be leader or captain of the shoot when hunting: in 
pairs or larger numbers. This should be done before 
entering the blind of hide, The most experienced hunter 
should be chosen. If they are hunters of equal skill, the 
position should be alternated from day to day. 

* * * 

Sit Close. Hunters in a blind or hide should sit close 
enough together when shooting in pairs so as to prevent 
either hunter from getting in front of the hunter's gun 
muzzle, 

* * * 

Restrict your field, The field of fire for each hunter 
in a blind or hide should be agreed upon before shooting. 
The hunter’s field of fire should not overlap his part- 
ners by more than a 45 degree angle measured from a 
centre line right-angled to the front or rear of the blind. 

* . ° 

Rest guns safely. A gun should never be left in a 
position where the movement of a boat or dog might 
cause it to fall down and discharge,

Shoot your own birds. When hunting in pairs and a 

flight of ducks approaches from the right, the hunter on 


. the right should take the rear of the flock and the hunter 


on the left should take the head. When the flight, ap- 
proaches from the left, this procedure should be averted.

Mention the word “Hospital” 
and you picture a building con- 
taining beds with nurses and doc- 
tors caring for the sick. Certainly 
this is the usual thought, but 
modern medicine stresses activi- 
ties for patients as idleness rusts 
the body and mind. The trend 
nowadays is away from beds and 
bedrest to some extent, particu- 
Jarly so for psychiatric illness, 
where bedrest is often little need- 
ed and activity is advisable as 
a release from insoluble worries 
and empty preoccupations. 
Symbolizing this change is the 
Day Centre of the Toronto 
Psychiatric Hospital which open- 
ed in early 1958—one of many 
such day hospitals now in being. 
Open five daye a week, 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. it treats a variety of 
neryous breakdowns that would 
otherwise require a hospital bed 
or that office visits would not 
satisfy.

with historic plaque unveiling 


The birth of a village was 
commemorated in the high- 
lands north of here on Sunday. 
An historical plaque comme- 
morating the founding of the 
village of Haliburton was 
unveiled at 3.00 p.m. in that 
community. It is one of a 
series of plaques being erect- 
ed throughout the province by 
ithe Ontario Dept. of Travel and 
Publicity, acting on the ad- 
vice of the Archaeological and 
Historie Sites Board of On- 
tario, 

Sunday’s ceremony was 
arranged and sponsored by the 
Haliburton Rotary Club whose

BEAUTY RENOWNED 

“The Haliburton region, situ- 
ated in the rugged Precam- 
brian Shield”, the Historic 
Sites Board relates, “ is today 
renowned for its natural beau- 
ty, and is one of the province’s 
leading tourist regions. How- 
ever, in the early days of the 
European settlement of this 
province, it remained largely 
unknown saye to the Ojibwa, 
Ottawa and Missisauga Indians 
who tranversed its waterways 
on their hunting expeditions. 


2 Origin of Name 


“In th early 19th century, 
a few exploring expeditions 
traversed the region, among 
them one headed by Lieuten- 
ant J. P .Catty, R.E., who pass- 
ed by Haliburton in 1819 while 
seaking a practical water 
route from Georgian Bay to 
the Ottawa River. By-the mid- 
19th century, enterprising 
lumbermen had pushed their 
way into its solitudes and be- 
gun an industry which for 
many years was the mainstay 
of its progress. They were at- 
tracted at first to its magnifi- 
cent stands of white pine, and 
when these were exhausted, 
to other species. In the Town- 
ship of Dysart and the town- 
ships to the north and east of 
t, permanent settlement on a 
substantial scale did not take 
place until the formation of the 
Canadian Land and Emigration 
Company of London, England, 
in 1861. It is of particular in- 
terest to recall that the then 
chairman of this company was 
Judge Thomas Chandler Hali- 
burton (1796-1865). The vil- 
lage and county of Haliburton 
were named in his honour. 
“Born in Windsor, Nova 
Scotia, he was educated at 
King’s College in that town, 
and admitted to the Bar in 
1820, He served for a time as 
a judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and was appointed 
in 1841 to the Supreme Court. 
For a number of years he was 


also a prominent member of| 
the Nova Scotia legislature. | 


In 1856 he emigrated to En- 
gland and sat as a Conserva- 
tive M.P. in the British House 
of Commons from 1859 to 
1865. However, he is probably 
best remembered for his abili- 
ties as a writer and humorist. 
His anonymous letters to the 
“Nova Scotian” were publish- 
ed in book form in 1836 as 
“The Clockmaker” or “The 
Sayings and Doings of Samuel 
Slick of Slickville”. ‘This sati- 
tical work and two further 


|series published in 1843-44 


and 1853, won him an interna-|I 
tional reputation. He was also 
a capable historian, and wrote: 
“A General Description of 
Nova Scotia” (1823) and ‘‘An 
Historical and Statistical Ac- 
count of Nova Scotia” (1829), 
Ten Townships Bought 
"The Canadian Land and 
Emigration Compan negotiated 
with the Crown for a tract of 
uncleared land in Upper Cana- 
da which it planned to open tu 
settlement. Negotiations com- 
menced even before the formal 
incorporation of the company 
and continued for several 
years. Ultimately most of 10 
townships were purchased 
nine of these were in a con- 
tiguous block within the pre- 
sent County of Haliburton. 
They included: Havelock, Eyre, 
Guilford, Harburn, Bruton, 
Dysart, Dudley and Harcourt. 
In addition to these nine in 
which the company had some 
360,000 acres of land, it oh- 
tained Longford, which was 
separated by some distance 
from the Haliburton block, and 
is located within the present 
County of Victoria. 


Plan Dated 1867 

“Among the earlier survey- 
ors of the company’s lands 
were Edward Miles, P.LS., 
B. W. Gossage, P.L.S. and J. J. 
Francis, P.L.S. As early as 
1862 the company was plan- 
ning the laying out of a town 
plot within their holdings, and 
this was probably carried out 
by one of the above surveyors 
in 1863 or early 1864. Refer- 
ences to an early plan and 
map of the town site have 
been found in connection with 
the granting of a mill reserve 
in August, 1864, but this plan 
itself does now appéar to be in 
existence. The existing regis- 
tered plan of the village’ of 
Haliburton in Dysart was dater 
12 September, 1867, but this 
appears to have been more iu 
the nature of a resurvey at 
the time company deeds to set- 
tlers were finally issued. 

Real Start In ‘64 

“At any rate, like many 
other pioneer communities, 
the village founding might be 
said to have commenced when 
a sawmill was erected in 1864. 
Privately built, it was later 
taken over by the company 
which also constructed mills 
at Kenneway. In 1865 the 
company built a grist-mill at 
Haliburton for the convenience 
of its settlers. Some accounts, 
however, seem to indicate that 
it was not in full operation un- 
til the following year. In 1865 
a cut-off road from existing 
Bobcaygeon Road south of 
Minden was constructed to the 
Haliburton town site. Several 
other roads were also 
constructed by the company 
to open up its tract. 

“The company’s first land 
agent, Charles R. Stewart, took 
up residence at the town site 
and guided the early settlers 
who in considerable numbers 
purchased land throughout the 
tract. It is interesting to note 
that his home, “Newham”, 
which stood for some 70 years 
(before being destroyed by 
fire) near the site of the plaque 
was operated for a time after 
the coming of the railway as} 
a summer resort. This was 
the first venture in the area of 
this important industry. Stew- 
art was succeeded by Alex- 
ander Nevin and C. J. Broom- 
field, who became respectively, 
Resident Agent and Manager 
of the company’s lands. 

Railway Assistance 

“The company also gave 
some assistance to the Victoria 
Railway extension which was 
completed to the village of 
Haliburton in 1878. Starting 
from Lindsay, this line had or- 
iginally been intended as a 
logging railway and part of its 
route was narrow gauge, but in 
the same year it reached Hali-

To organize a file, first supply yourself with a shallow 
plastic tray, large enough for lining up your lipsticks in 
rows. You also need a dispenser of “invisible” Magic tape, 
the kind that can be written on. 


Working with one lipstick at a time, circle the cap with a 
narrow strip of tape, Next color the strip with lipstick and 
cover the color with a second strip of tape. 


After marking all lipsticks rack them up on your tray.

It comes in handy, too, for replacing labels on cosmetic 
jars and bottles, once they have worn off. Then you simply 
apply a strip of tape, ink in the label, and cover with another 
strip.

' OCTOBER 10, 1937 

Chief of Police, R.H. Lawler has received a request 
for information from a lady, Miss Annie E. Synder, 
Calgary, Alta., regarding a drowning accident that occur- 
red near Lindsay in the summer of 1856. The Chief who 
supplies a great deal of information to correspondents 
during the year, is at a loss to know how he can discover 
the “dope” on this particular accident when it occurred 
before all but a few Lindsay residents were born. The 
letter from Miss Snyder requested the Chief to supply her 
with information regarding the drowning of a Miss 
Margaret Carroll and an unnamed man in Sturgeon Lake 
in the summer of 1856. Miss Snyder stated that Miss 
Carroll and two men, whose names have been forgotten, 
were trapped on the’ lake during a storm. The young 
lady and one of the men were drowned while the other 
man clung to the boat until it drifted ashore. Miss 
Snyder wants to know the age of the young lady and 
the names of the men.

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EDITORIALS.... 


WE KNOW IT GOES ON 
BUT DO NOTHING ABOUT IT... 

Writing under the heading “The Age of Forced 
Compromise” in the Ontario Medical Review, JA. Han- 
nah, managing director of Associated Medical Services 
Inc., says: “One of the common precepts I learned as a 
youth was to the effect, ‘in essential unity; in non-essen- 
tials compromise’. Another was ‘never compromise with 
your conscience’. Still another was ‘it is not the letter 
but the spirit of the law that must be observed.’ Events 
of the past 15 or 20 years have caused us to wonder 
where are, or what has become of ‘essentials’, ‘conscience 
or ‘the spirit of the law’. 

“Tt seems that no longer is it ‘essential’ to be respon- 
sible for the maintenance of our own lives or the depen- 
dents we create. A young lawyer once said to me ‘the 
mere fact of having been born entitles one to a good 
living’. Mark you, not ‘a good chance to make a living’, 
but ‘a good living. Recent legislation seems to be based 
on this philisophy and it is considered almost sacrilege to 
suggest otherwise, For example, at the time of the in- 
troduction of the ‘Baby Bonus’, I felt quite adequate to 
eare for my children and give them all the necessities 
of life, and thought to write myself out of this enforced 
‘charitable’ dependence on the state. I was informed I 
might do so if I wished, BUT I would have to pay ‘income 
tax’ on it whether I accepted the ‘Baby Bonus’ or not. 

“Again, in the matter of old age pensions, I and 
everyone else must accept it whether we want or need it 
or not. If they are not needed, not only the actual 
cheques themselves are unwarranted, but the expense 
of administration is a continuing unnecessary expense, 
the elimination of which private enterprise finds neces- 
sary to maintain solvency. 

“Tn unemployment insurance, if our income exceeds 
a given level, we are excused the indignity of accepting 
legalized charity, “but the woozy’ thinking in regard to 
“the Means Test’ has given rise to a legalized racket 
which is of sufficiently serious concern that we have 
established a Royal Commission to investigate it. 

“what is the outcome of this form of ‘social plan- 
ning’? I have seen a stack of Baby Bonus cheques from a 
beer parlour, being deposited on Monday morning follow- 
ing the issuance of the cheques on a Friday. 

“Qr again. I have been told by at least two workmen 
when I offered them winter employment (one of whom 
admitted to earning at least $5,000 per year apart from 
unemployment insurance), ‘I can’t do that, I would not 
be able to collect my unemployment insurance’, We 
have seen accounts of attempts to use it as a ‘strike 
fund’. 

“An old age pensioner with at least sufficient re- 
sources to be self-sustaining said, ‘Oh, it buys my cigar- 
ettes and whiskey’. 

“No normal person objects to paying taxes for ‘es- 
sential’ charity and seeing it administered without de- 
meaning the honest needy. But at least some of us ob- 
ject strenuously to being forceably demeaned through 
having to accept ‘legal charity’ we’ neither need nor desire 
and in the process, creating burdensome taxes.” 

And so Dr Hannah continues for several more para- 
graphs, citing examples of “economic chicanery” and con- 
cluding with this thought: “Here we have the acme of in- 
consistency in our blind policy of ‘forced compromise’. 
The candied tongues of the blind social planners are in- 
deed leading ‘the blind into the ditch’. It is high time 
we spoke out and acted against ‘the age of forced com- 
promise’ and got back to sound bargaining principles”. 

Many of us have seen some of the things taking place 
to which Dr. Hannah makes reference. Some of us have 
written about them, others have spoken out against them, 
both have wondered if they were “cutting any ice” be- 
cause almost as quickly as one evil was exposed, con- 
niving social planners had perpetrated another of the 
people. We have all seen gross examples of waste and 
in efficiency in our own community, to say nothing of 
what would have once been considered ‘obtaining by 

. fraudulent means’. We know it goes on but, so far, do 
nothing about it, probably out of feelings of sheer help- 
lessness of fear of consequences . . . Can we afford to in- 
dulge these feelings? 


NOW, AT THE OUTSET 

Now, at the outset of a new season, might be as 
good a time as any to deal with a question which is fre- 
quently raised as the season progresses but seldom gets 
answered, except by one individual to another. We 
refer to the Canadian Club of Linddsay and the ques- 
tion often asked when a report of the club’s activities 
appears in the press: “What is the Canadian Club any- 
way... What does itdo....Who belongs to it?” This 
is really three questions in one but they they are all coy- 
ered very well by Dr. C. W. M. Service in an announce- 
ment of the club's 1962-63 program.

FLOATING WEED CUTTER USES FARM MACHINERY 

If you see a Jules-Verne-like contraption on one of 
Canada’s canals these days and you think it looks like a 
floating sickle bar cutter .... no, a hay loader... no, 
an ensilage cutter... your're right; it is all that and 
more. 

The waterborne collection of farm machinery is 
the Department of Transport’s latest acquisition, a weed 
cutter. > 

Although the curious machine will not be part of 
the Canadian Coast Guard Fleet, it seems to have all 
qualifications: it floats, it is self-propelled and it serves 
navigation. ‘ 

Built at the department’s Prescott marine agency 
from standard farm implements, the device is still in 
the experimental stage and will be tried out during the 
next summer's weed season, 

The machine is designed to cut weeds up to six 
feet below water level and it will be used to clear the 
navigation channels in the Rideau and Trent Canals. 

Cutting weeds under water has never been a great 
problem but getting rid of the cuttings has. Unlike the 
small weed cutters which have been in use on the canals 
for some time, the new machine uses an ensilage cutter 
to chop the weeds up fine enough so they will sink/harm- 
lessly to the bottom. 


The apparatus consists of two pontoons, each 30 
inches wide and 38 feet long, on which are mounted: 

— a 10-foot sickle bar cutter, adjustable from water 
level to six feet below the surface; 

— a nine-horsepower air-cooled gasoline motor to 
power the cutter; 

—a standard hay loader to gather the cut weeds; 

— an endless belt to transport them; 

— an ensilage cutter; 

— a six-cylinder gasoline engine to drive loader 
and ensilage cutter; i 

— the 40-horsepower outboard motors to propel 
the entire machine. ; 

The ingenious device cuts a swatch of ten feet at 
a speed of four miles per hour.

AN OLD TRUTH 
by C. J. Harris . 
The under-educated or under-trained are today’s 
unemployed in Canada — and will be tomorrow’s. 

' It seems to be generally acknowledged that this is 
the core of the unemployment problem, and it seems 
to be generally accepted that its solution is to provide 
more or different education for youngsters coming up 
into the labor force plus retraining programs» for job- 
less adults. However, conceding that such reforms 
are essential and possible, it must be asked if there is 
not need for an even more basic reform — a revival of 
respect for the old-fashiond virtues of self-reliance and 
industriousness. In short, have we lacked opportunity 
for learning, or willingness to work atit? A recent talk 
by Dr. W. R. Dymond, assistant deputy minister of 
Ontario's labor department, indicates it may be more of 
the latter than the former. 

In the adult labor force today, Dr. Dymond stated, 
43 out of 100 persons have a grade eight education or 
Jess and lack sufficient knowledge, particularly of math- 
ematics, to fit themselves for other jobs. Hven in re- 
cent years, he said, about 35 per cent of students enter- 
ing elementary schools haye left at or before grade eight, 
and another 35 per cent have left school before obtaining 
their junior matriculation. The moral here is that 
while school studies can be changed to offer more prac- 
tical job-training, students will have to change them- 
selves if there is to be any gain,

A COLD, WET JOB 

Observers of the Saturday Lindsay Farm Market in 
operation during the summer months are aware 6f the 
fact that it is sought out by many people who like to ob- 
tain some of their supplies direct from the producer. 
Last Saturday morning, despite the almost continuous 
rain, some producers and some patrons were on hand 
but it was a cold, wet job for both supplier and consumer. 
What of the coming fall and winter Saturdays when it 
will be out of the question to hold open air markets? 
Will provision be made to get the market under cover 
as in other years? 

We sometimes feel that not enough attention has 
been paid to the farm market . . . that it has not been en- 
couraged to the extent that it might be and as similar 
markets are in other centres. Many places go out of 
their way to develop a farm market and in some in- 
stances, they have become big attractions in a town or 
city. 

Lindsay being located in the heart of a farming area, 
should he interested’ in seeing that a market place is an 
established and continuing arrangement, - 


A REMINDER... 

Crossing the Wellington St. bridge this morning, 
a glance down at the river was all that was needed to 
serve as a reminder ... A reminder that all the sewage 
treatment plants in the world will not do much for the 
river in the heart of the town unless all the ‘leaks’ are 
plugged. Obviously waste and sewage are finding their 
way into the river at many points other than those which 
have had the finger pointer at them. It would be folly to 
invest several hundred thousand dollars more in sew- 
age treatment equipment if we aren't going to process 
all the town’s sewage.

Another part of the problem, one that will be more 
serious in the near future, is the resistance to change on 
the part of employed adults. Research has shown, said 
Dr. Dymond, that the average worker can no longer ex- 
pect to remain continually for any extended period In a 
single occupation with a given set of unchanging skills. 
However, even though it is obvious that the upgrading 
of labor requirements leads to wider opportunities and 
higher pay, it has proved almost impossible to persuade 
employed workers to learn the skills needed for better 
and more permanent Jobs. 

Tt seems to be the case that no matter what 
changes must he made for these new times in school 
systems or retraining programs, first of all we need to 
get back to the old truth that as individuals or as a na- 
tion we can get out of life only what we put into it. 


THE POISONS IN YOUR HOME 

“Prevent Accidental Poisoning” is the theme of this 
year’s National Pharmacy Week (October 7 - 13) pro- 
motion sponsored by the pharmacists of Canada. They 
are hoping to focus the attention of the public on the 
needless tragedies caused by accidental poisoning. 

Last year 100,000 Canadian children were curious 
enough to eat or drink a quantity of something which 
was not food. Over 200 of them died. These deaths 
could have heen prevented, and unless parents are con= 
stantly on guard, even more children will die in the next 
twelve months. 

A child who will not drink his milk will cheerfully 
swallow several ounces of kerosene or floor cleaner. 
The child who won't eat his carrots will consume sey- 
eral dozen headache tables, sleeping pills or tranquili- 
zers without water. i 

Virtually all accidental polsonings could have heen 
prevented. The rules to follow are not complicated. 
They are: 


1, Store household agents such as lye, cleaning 
and polishing preparations, kerosene, paints ete, high 
in cabinets or in a locked cupboard. 

2, Store all medicines in locked cabinets. 

8. Always return products to their storage place. 
Never, not even to answer the phone, leave on furni- 
ture or on the floor. — 


4, Never store medicines or household products 
in another container, particularly one used for food 
(such as a soft drink bottle, or milk bottle). 


5. Discard medicines and household products by 
flushing the unused portion down the drain. 
6.. Read and heed labels. Use according to direc- 
tions, ;

7. Do not take, or give, medicines in the dark, or 
without reading the label. : ] 


8. Never call medicine “candy”. - E 
9. Never give a prescribed medicine to a person 
other than the one for whom it ‘was prescribed.

The public health nurse knows 
all the other community agencies 
and resources whose services may 
be needed and can assist in find- 
ing living quarters—temporary or 
permanent, when the older per- 
son cannot care for himself. 


for the more expensive protein 
foods such as meat. Older people 
living alone may skimp on the 
preparation of food because of 
Jack of appetite or companion- 
ship. So often they may feel it's 
too much bother to prepare a 
good meal just for one. It may 
be that they lack energy to go 
ont and buy food and prepare it. 
Frequently, “tea and toast” is the 
bill of fare, and as a result bad 
nutrition and often ill-health are 
inevitable. The public “health 
nurse in your community will 
gladly show the older person how 
easy it is to buy and prepare 
tasty, nutritious meals on a small 
or restricted budget. 

Your Department of Health be- 
lieves the public health nurse is 
one of the important members of 
the health team and commends 
her services to you. We believe 
she can be most helpful in every 
aspect of health from the new- 
born to the aged, and particularly 
in those cases where health and 
social services appear to overlap.

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Amazing success story 
gives fresh incentive 


May sponsor Chinese family next 


Members of the Lindsay 
World Refugee Committee 
were given high incentive 
Thursday evening to continue 
in further efforts to help es- 
tablish destitute families of the 
world in the freedom and pros- 
perity of Canada. They were 
offered assistance by Mike 
Koula proprieter of the “Miss 
Diana” restaurant, Petereboro 
who is mainly responsible for 
two other such creditworthy 
establishments in Ottawa and 
Belleville, in all employing a 
staff of 92 people. 

Mr. Koula, himself an Alba- 
nian refugee from Greece, 
coming to Canada, in 1954 at 
the age of 16, has in the space 
of eight years made a fantas- 
tic contribution to the field of 
rehabilitation of refugees. 
Since then he has, at his own 
expense, brought 14 refugee 
families to Canada and assisted 
them to become established. 
His latest appreciative gesture 


is to give employment to the 
father of a Lindsay refugee 
family in his Peterboro rest- 
aurant which alone employes 
32 persons. 

It was learned this family, 
brought to Lindsay by the local 
World Refugee Committee last 
February consists of Mr. and 
Mrs. Rasim Takas and their 
two daughters, Fatine, 12, Ma- 
jete, 8, and two sons, Hassan, 
11, and Xhevit, 6. 

The family will be moving 
to Peterboro in the middle of 
October where the father is 
now happily employed under 
Mr. Koula and where a suit- 
able dwelling has been found. 

The Lindsay committee will 
continue to assist the family 
with rent and food expendi- 
tures until they are firmly es- 
tablished.

Mr. Taylor said the bishor 
telephoned him yesterday at 
his church in Caledon East 
(population) 639 after news- 
paper reports of his telegram 
and told him not to say any- 
thing more on this subject. 

“He said to me “what con- 
cern is this of yours?” said Mr. 
Taylor. } 

“Well”, said Mr, Taylor, 
“it is the concern of every 
Christian and if I do not find 
freedom of speech in this 
country I may migrate to Aus- 
tralia.” 

Mr. Taylor sald he sent the 
telegram to the Mississippi 
governor “on behalf of all 
lovers of constitutional gu- 
vernment in Canada”. He did 
so, he said, in support of Miss- 
issippi’s racial policies, but 
solely on constitutional con- 
siderations. ! 

Indeéd for the first 12 years 
of his life all his playmates 
were African boys and girls 
and he and they got along fu- 
mously, he said. He was born 
in Katanga, in the Belgian 
Congo, of medical missionaries 
he said. 

Only a nation drugged by 20 
years of socialistic propaganda 
would permit the bayonet- 
point enforcement of intergra- 
tion at Ole Miss, he continued. 

Mr. Taylor said the U.S. 
Supreme Court “stormed one 
of the most vital bastions of a 
free people” in 1954 when it} 
ordered southern schools de-| 
segregated, That decision gave 
the central government a new 
power to “put its grasping 
and omnipotent hand into the 
purely local matter of public 
school systems inthe southern 
states”, he said, 

“If the federal government 
can tell the public school mm 
your town who it shall or 
shall not admit the next step 
it will take will be to control 
what shall be taught in your 
school,” he said.

“Both whites and Negroes 
should show this spirit”, he 
asserted, 


Mr. Taylor protested that he 
was concerned about the 
rights of Negroes in the 


United States, but he was also 
anxious to see that whites do 
not lose their freedom either. 

In his telegram to Mr, Bar- 
nett the clergyman congra- 
tulated him on his efforts to 
resist President John Ken- 
nedy’s “brutal encroachment 
upon your state’s right to ad- 
minister your educational sy- 
stem. 

“Rather than surrender the 
Ole Miss to tyrants please 
close her down”, Mr. Taylor 
said he stated in his telegram. 

Bishop Wilkinson said he did 
not dispute the minister's 
tight to express his opinion 
as a private citizen. “But it is 
unfortunate to an extreme de- 
gree that the problem of segre- 
gation should be confused with 
the question of constitutional 
rights”, the bishop added, 

The church dissociated it- 
self from all his remarks as 
well, Bishop Wilkinson con- 
cluded, 

Bishop Wilkinson said any 
decision about Mr. Taylor re- 
maining as parish priest of 
Caledon Bast in in his (the 
bishop's) hands and at this 
stage that thought has not 
crossed his mind.

Terry Loucks, 14-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ford 
Loucks of Arvida, Que., had 
the thrill of his young life a 
week ago when he and another 
boy were lost in a dense bush 
for two days and two nights. 
Being trained Boy Scouts they 
did not panic and managed to 
keep up their strength by ex- 
tending their lunch & quench- 
ing their thirst in a clear run- 
ning river. 

In a letter to his sister, Mrs. 
Rosena Stone, 28 Bond street, 
the boy’s father (a former 
Lindsay man) recounts the 
strain & stress felt by his wife 
and himself and of how he in- 
stituted a search which involv- 
ed a helicopter, a small plane, 
a police dog and a posse of ci- 
tizens and police.

A distinguished Scottish physicist, James Clarke Max- 
well, was the first to show, in 1868, the existence of radio 
waves, radiating in the ether, upwards and outwards in 
all directions. 

Britain's Post Office engineers were already experi- 
menting in signalling with these waves when the Italian 
inventor Marconi arrived in Bngland and, under the aegis 
of Sir William Preece, the Engineer-in-Chief, began the 
long series of experiments which resulted in 1901, in es- 
tablishing radio communications across the Atlantic. Radio 
communications was transferred when Sir Edward Apple- 
ton in 1925, discovered what is called the “F-Layer”, a 
region of ionised gases high above the earth’s surface 
which by reflecting radio waves permits a sound to be 
sent around the world. 4 

The Scottish scientist Sir Robert Watson-Watt (shown 
here), used the fact that radio waves could be reflected 
to pioneer radar in time for its use in the defence of Bri- 
tain against air attack in the second World War. A narrow 
beam of radio waves reflected by an aircraft to a receiver 
on the ground enabled the invisible plane’s position to be 
pin-pointed. Today all major airfleds use radar exten- 
sively and aircraft and nearly all ships of any size carry 
Tadar equipment. 

Latest British developments in marine radar guide 
Britain's new liner Canberra through busy, fogbound 
shipping lanes more safely, it is claimed, than any other 
ship afloat, Weather radar, too, is saving lives every- 
where by giving ample warning of approaching storms.

KICKING A DEAD HORSE? 


It has been suggested in Lindsay's Council by Coun- 
cillor Jos. Hutton that Mayor Jos. Holtom make another 
attempt to interest the CNR in re-establishing passenger 
service between Lindsay and Toronto. Wouldn't further 
efforts,in this direction, at this time, be akin to kicking 
a dead horse, much’ as the service is desirable? 

The CNR has emphasized from the outset of the de- 
cline and eventual fall of passenger service on its line 
through Lindsay that it was unprofitable and it was more 
interested in shutting it down than making an all-out 
effort to revive it. This has always been somewhat 
baffling to residents, most of whom are aware that the 
town does support a brisk bus passenger trade between 
Lindsay and Toronto and Lindsay and Peterborough. 

The town seems to have lost sight of the fact that 
the CPR still operates a line to Lindsay which makes con- 
nections with its Peterborough-Toronto line at Dranoel. 
Perhaps if it were approached, it would see fit to at least 
experiment with an arrangement which would tie in 
Lindsay with its fast Peterborough-Toronto_dayliner ser-

EDITORIALS.... 


EVERY YEAR... 

Eyery year after the close of Lindsay Central Ex- 
hibition, * several person make enquiries concerning 
the number of people who attended the event. Just the 
other day a letter came in from Toronto in which a 
former resident asked this question and several others. 

As it now stands, about the best that can be arrived 
at is an approximation based on total gate receipts which, 
understandably, are of greatest concern to the agricul: 
tural society. However, the public continues to be curi- 
ous about the actual number of people who attended. 
This, it seems, is a problem with which the exhibiiton 
board will sooner or later have to come to grips. : 

Attendance figures at such things tend to stimu 
late more interest than might be imagined, especially if 
they are available on a comparative basis, People like to 
see previous records broken and they apparently like to 
have a hand in breaking them. 

If memory serves correctly, there was some talk 
afew years ago of installing turnstiles at the Lindsay 
grounds but the matter never got to the point where it 
was permanently adopted. This may be something the 
board of directors will wish to grapple with during the 
months ahead. 


“THE GAZA STRIP” 

Real estate agent George Dent has dubbed the pro- 
posed five-foot reserved strip of land along the myer 
front where it passes through town “The Gaza Strip 
and it promises to be almost as troublesome. 

The beautification of the riverbanks through the 
town is a commendable ambition and the Lindsay Parks 
Board has made a notable contribution towards this end. 
However, this a long-range project and should be view- 
ed in this light. It is therefore essential that whatever 
action is taken be aimed at meeting the overall needs of 
the town and people who visit it. River travel is be- 
coming an increasingly important factor and plans for 
the future development of the riverbank should take 
into consideration the needs of these travellers and of 
boat owners within the town. A reserve of five feet 
along the riverbanks may be totally inadequate at cer- 
tain points and unnecessary at others. We believe the 
co-operation of property owners in the affected area will 
be forthcoming if it shown that their interests will be best 
served by whatever plan is adopted. A hasty decision in 
this respect could result in unnecessary complications. 


SHORT TERM PARKING 

Those “red headed” parking meters came in for 
some attention by Lindsay’s Council this week with the 
result that the penalty for a violation has been reduced 
from one dollar to 50 cents. This is a fair move and 
places the cost of committing a parking offense at these 
meters on a par with the others. 

Councillor M. DeGroat protested the presence of 
these short term meters (three minutes for a cent or 15 
minutes for a nickel) and claims he has been approached 
by others who find them a nuisance. He wanted them 
taken out and replaced with the standard type. 

There will always be a difference of opinion on 
these matters but we have heard several people say they 
find them very convenient, especially on busy days when 
parking on the main street is at a premium and they are 
in a hurry to make a brief call. They report being al- 
most able to count on getting a short term parking space 
every fime the need crops up and at worst after a rela- 
tively short delay. Of course, there is the matter of the 
higher parking time rate but preferred accomoda- 
tion usually commands a premium rate. 


SOUNDS MORE PRACTICAL 

Mayor Joseph Holtom’s suggestion, advanced at this 
week’s Lindsay Planning Board meeting sounds as though 
it would be more practical to apply than the earlier five- 
foot riverbank allowance previously advocated. Surprising- 
ly enough, there is a vast expanse of the river's banks 
which has not been developed. According to data sup- 
plied by his worship, there exists 33,000 feet of riverbank 
within the town’s limits, only 7,200 feet of which have 
been developed. 

Understandably, those, who in years past have 
purchased riverbank property, were going to be resentful 
of any encroachment on their rights. They bought it, for 

* the most part, because they wanted to live by the river 
and at that time there was nothing to indicate they 
shouldn't. There were no zoning bylaws, few parks and 
people generally speaking, built where it suited them. 
To come along now and tell them a section of their pro- 
perty is to be denied them, is almost certain to build up 
some resentment and would constitute an infringement 
on private rights. It would probably also result in some 
lawsuits which are always costly. ; 

By developing existing undeveloped land for public 
use there will be no hard feelings and it is probable the 
task will be not only greater than anticipated but the end 
product more satisfying than a narrow band of property 
bordering the riverbanks. 


WOULD YOU KNOW WHAT TO DO? 

Now, with the colder weather about to descend on 
this region, the threat of fire in the home becomes great- 
er. Each year, when fire strikes in homes across Can- 
ada, many people lose their lives when they do the 
wrong thing, especially when they are awakened in the 
night by the smell of smoke. Would you know what to 
do if this happened to you? 

The Ontario Fire Marshal's office suggests the fol- 
lowing steps to be taken should you find yourself in 
this predicament: 

“Don’t dash to open the door of your bedroom. 
First, place your hand against the door. If it feels hot, 
it may mean that flame and hot or poisonous gases 
are already nearing the door, 

“If the door does not feel hot, brace the door with 
your foot while you open it slightly. Keep your head 
away from the opening. If the hallway seems to be 
cool and there are no flames or smoke pouring up the 
stairway, you may be able to use it as an escape route. 
Howeyer, if there is any question about safe passage, 
close the bedroom door, go to the window, and call for 
help. If there is a phone in the room, use it to call 
the fire department. Do not jump except as a last re- 


sort; you may injure yourself needlessly. 

“If it becomes necessary to jump, first drop bed- 
ding and pillows, or anything else soft, to the ground to 
cushion your landing, Then, carefully lower yourself 
from the window sill to reduce the distance to the 
ground and drop onto the cushioning.” 


THE DOWNFALL OF HALLOWE’EN 

Hallowe'en, one of the few truly international holi- 
days, has seen better times. 
may not be frightened of goblins and spooks, but in the 
past 20 centuries the night of October 31—Hallowe’en eve 
—has been the feared province of weird happenings, 
Walking dead and devil worship. 


For the pagan Druids of the British Isles, who started 
the whole thing, October 31 was the feast of Samhain, a 
time to rejoice at bountiful harvests and to predict the 
fture. On that magical eve, amidst the agrarian festivities 
the dead were supposed to rise from their graves and re- 
turn to the homes of their families to escape the winter's 
coid, Fairies, witches and goblins roamed the countryside 
to steal infants’ destroy crops and livestock. 


When Christianity came to Europe, the Church tried 
to replace the pagan Hallowe'en customs, Pope Gregory 
Il instituted All Saints’ Day, November 1. in the eighth 
century. Nearly 300 years later came All Souls’ Day, 
November 2. But the ancient habits were hard to root 
out and Hallowe’en, if anything, developed more elabor- 
ate goblins. Now, said the folklore, the witches were 
flying about with ominous black cats aboard broomsticks. 
In England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland, people bobbed 
for apples, burned nuts to forecast the future( if the 
nuts only smoulder and blacken, look out for trouble!) 
Devil cults added to the mystic aura of Hallowe'en by 
picking October 31 as the date of their most important 
rituals, or witches’ Sabbaths. 


The “trick-or-treat” part of Hallowe'en was created by 
the Irish and British who apparently felt it was too good 
a practice to be limited to children. Adults competed 
with masked and costumed kids in demanding gifts — 
and the householders who wouldn’t come across were 
warned they might face the ire of Muck Olla; a Druid 
god. Hallowe'en celebrants stopped up chimneys, 
blocked doorways, ran off with gates and plows. 

Hallowe’en customs were brought to the U.S. by Irish 
immigrants during the 1840s, but somehow the holiday 
lost its ominous tone in the transatlantic trip. In England 
foo, much of the spirit of October 31 was taken over by 
Guy Fawkes Day, November 5. And in Latin countries, 
Hallowe’en has been replaced by a holy day; the witchery 
and shenanigans never did take hold. 

Under the hard glare of twentieth century realism, 
the original purposes of Hallowe’en have disappeared. 
The witches are funny hags made of crepe paper, not 
the dread harbingers of misfortune, and a few fear the 
disfavor of pagan gods. The carved pumpkin, orignally a 
death’s head, is now a mere window ornament. Except 
for modern adaptions, the “trick” part of Hallowe’en is 
pretty much the same as it was in the Middle Ages, but 
the attitudes of the victims have changed. 


Since the early 1900s, communities in the U.S. have 
iried to discourage holiday vandalism by occupying 
youngsters with more wholesome activities. Lions clubs 
are frequently part of these efforts. Typical is the Sey- 
mour, Conn. club which one year sponsored a dance for 
400 teens, Then, to encourage younger boys and girls to 
stay out of trouble, the Lions offered silver dollar awards 
to children who answered the phone at home after 9 
p.m. The Druids of old might not find this enough to 
satisfy the gods, but broomstick-riding witches are awfully 
tame stuff alongside jet planes and earth satellites.

THE 1962 COMMUNITY CHEST 

The 1962 Community Chest campaign is now well 
underway in this and other communities. In Lindsay 
(the drive doesn’t extend to the outlaying communities) 
several local organization participate in the fund, sharing 
the proceeds on a pro rata basis. 

Designed originally to overcome multiplicity of 
appeals for public support by various organizations such 
as the Salvation Army, Victorian Order of Nurses, etc., 
the Community Chest shares a common characteristic 
with all groups which depend on public funds for their 
existence — It is a bulwark against state control, one 
of the few remaining. 

There is a vast difference in the way a state-operated 
welfare agency raises the money it requires and the way 
independent organizations go about the same task . . . 
The state reaches into your pocket and takes what it 
needs — the others, such as those embraced by the Com- 
munity Chest, ask and leave the amount to you. In ad- 
dition, the money you give can be designated to your 
favorite welfare agency, all or in part. If you like the 
‘free enterprise’ way of handling these things, the Com- 
munity Chest is an important local medium. 


AN ALMOST INCREDIBLE SITUATION 

Many people have been following with interest de- 
velopments at Beaverton since hearing initial réports of 
a gasoline seepage in the basement of the village's hotel, 
An almost incredible situation has d*eloped there in 
that efforts to trace the source of the seepage have so far 
met with complete failure and the hotelman faces the 
prospect of having to close up shop.

“detective” devices that the source of a major fasoline 
seepage cannot be traced. The development is of very 
little comfort to other municipalities that abound with 
gasoline storage tanks which, all things being equal, 
could very well cause a similar problem to arise any- 
where, anytime.

Reports and Remarks... 
THE FINE ART OF PIPELINE PUSHING 

A group of muddied journalists, technical and other- 
wise, a few days ago gazed into a 35-foot pit in the downs 
of southern England They were watching a British civil 
engineering marvei which will be a boon to motorists, 
waterway and railway travellers, and lots of others. 

At the botiom of the pit, near Lewes, Sussex, two 
150-ton hydraulic rams were slowly pushing an eight- 
foot length of yard.wide concrete pipe under the pastoral 
River Ouse, The pipe, part of a 272-ft. “tunnel” under 
the stream, is destined to carry a smaller-diameter gas 
pipeline linking the seaside towns of Brighton and Hast- 
bourne which is now being built for the South Bastern 
Gas Board. 

The only sound came from the exhaust of a small 
compressor motor down in the pit. There was no ex- 
pensively-timberea tunned being dug, no coffer dams to 
divert the 160-ft,-wide river, or draglines gouging a trench 
in its tranquil bed. Rivereraft could pass without hind- 
rance, while the highly-skilled men in the pit shifted 
buffer beams and steep space blocks after the rams 
had reached their extendable limits. 

“We've driven our pipes 95 feet in so far, with a de- 
viation error of only 3/16 of an inch — and we're in the 
process of picking that up now,” explained safety-hel- 
meted young Christopher Rees, civil-engineer in charge 
of the job. Ashe climbed back down into the pit, to re- 
join his men, his uncle, Mr. Donald Rees, managing 
director of the civil engineering contractors, William F. 
Rees, Ltd., London, took up the commentary. 

He said that the new “Seerthrust” system, with its 
intermediate “Super-Thrust’ hydraulic jacking rings 
between pipe segments, and special “steerable” shields 
at the tunnelling face, makes pipeline pushing a fine 
art. “The digging up of-streets for sewer construction 
or pipeline laying will soon be a thing of the past”, he 
forecast. —A London Letter. 


THE NEW MORRIS CAR 

Commenting in the BBC General Overseas Service 
program ‘Science and Industry’ on the new Morris 1100 
ec. car, Robin Richards said that in two main ways it 
followed the last product of the brain of that brilliant 
designer Alec Issigonis — the Mini Minor and Mini Aus- 
ten. “The engine is mounted transversely and drives 
wheels through a transmission which is built integrally 
with the engine itself. And, secondly, it follows Issigon- 
is’s usual fetish — functional looks combined with im- 
mense heating space within small overall dimensions. 
Indeed its size is little different from the Morris Minor 
1000, and yet there’s space for five people with a choice 
of two or four doors. But apart from being bigger than 
the Mini, it differs in other ways. The chief innovation 
is a completely new type of suspension system and this 
is a real ‘break-through’. Called ‘hydrolastic’ suspension, 
it features rubber units at each wheel and, these are un- 
der pressure from a mixture of water and alcohol anti, 
freeze. They're interconnected by pipes from front to 
rear in such a way that when the front wheels hit a 


bump they warn the back of what’s coming and keep the ‘) 


car level. This virtually eliminates pitch and, what is 
more, there’s no need for shock absorbers. 

“These susension units are permanently sealed and 
need no maintenance. Indeed, there are only four greas- 
ing points on the whole car. Add to all this, dise brakes 
at the front, permanently-sealed water cooling, 77 


m.p-h., 37 miles per gallon, and all at a basic price of ~ 


around five hundred pounds, and you have a car worthy 
of commemorating the Golden Jubilee of Morris Motors.”

| der charge against George 0. 
Armstrong of Richmond Hill, 
Armstrong was arrested and 
charged with being an 
accessory after the fact, is out

rectly behind his brother in 
the prisoner’s box when the 
hearing re-convened. 

Ballistics expert Vavae 
(John) Krena of the Ontario 
Attorney General’s Crime 
|Laboratory, Toronto, was the 
'first witness called and he pro- 
duced numerous exhibits in- 
cluding the semi-automatic 
pistol. 

Explaining the mechanism 
|of the pistol, Mr. Krena said it 
jwas a 25-calibre, six-shot, 
semi-automatic type of French 
make, with a trigger pull o£ 
approximately six pounds. “T 
would say”, he” declared re- 
garding the pressure required 
{to pull the trigger. “this is 
normal”. He indicated the 
pistol would not be liable ‘o 
go off without adequate pres- 
sure being applied — not an 
accidental touch of the trig- 
ger. The witness went on to 
say that the firearm was, to 
the best of his knowledge, 
not now imported from France 
— “It was imported several 
years ago and was of a type} 
used by ladies as it could 
easily be hidden in a purse 
or bag.” He also pointed out 
that it was of the ‘grip safety’ 
design and wouldn’t fire by 
simply pressing the trigger 
. .. It had to be held firmly in

R. W. Harris addresses — 
club on “Conservation” 


R. W. Harris, public rela- 
tions officer for the Cities Ser- 
vice Oil Company addressing 
Lindsay’s Rotary Club on the 
subject of “Conservation” 
stressed the need for a study 
and survey at federal level, 
supporting the work of the 
province.

Mr. Harris went on to say 
that of the 20,000 acres of fill- 
able land in Ontario, some 


15,000 are to be found in Sou- 
thern Ontario and the need for 
conservation of water has be- 
come a paramount problem.| 
400,000,000 gallons of water 
are used every day in Ontario 
and yet streams, rivers and 
lakes are being polluted to a 
dangerous degree in fact there 
are few waters that are not 
polluted to a degree. The pol-| 
lution, he said, consists largely 
of industrial waste as compar- 
ed to domestic sewage but 
many industries are installing 
apparatus to take care of their 
waste at a cost of millions of 
dollars. 

The speaker stressed the 
need for concerted effort on 
the part of everyone to cope 
with the problem of water 
pollution and the need for ad- 
vanced laws both provincial 


and federal.

danger to property, which they 
might well do on a windy day, 
they are again prohibited by law 
in most municipalities. 

The simplest, most sensible way 
to solve the disposal problem is 
to pack leaves into cartons or 
other containers, to be picked up 
by refuse collectors, 

Parents in particular are ad- 
vised to teach their small child- 
ren never to play in the roadway, 
and explain to them the danger 
of hiding in leaves. Disposal in 
curtons rather than burning 
leaves is especially sensible in 
this case, as it lestens the chances 
of children being burned or imi- 
tating their parents and lighting 
their own fires. Most important 
of all, of course, is parental 
watchfulness over tiny children 
to see that they play in safe 
Places away from the street, and 
that matches do not fall into 
their bands, ee 

These suggestions are offered hy 
your Department of Health to re- 
mind you that with a minimum of 
forethought, you can help to pre- 
vent an innocent-looking bundle 
of leaves from becoming both a 
traffic and a fire hazard. 
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and:seek, so extra driving care is 
called for to avoid running into 
these leaves when at all possible. 
Most municipalities prohibit 
burning leaves on street property, 
for very good reasons. Such fires 
cause damage to the road, con. 
stitute a possible fire hazard to 
cars parked or passing nearby, 
and add greatly to the pollution 
of the air in the community, 
Homeowners, then, have a de- 
finite responsibility when dispos- 
ing of fallen leaves.

Now, if you took the dye in- 
travenously, I give you this 
timely warning: never allow a 
doctor to give you an intrayen- 
ous dye again (whether for gall 
bladder, kidney or any other} 
diagnosis) without telling him 
that you once had an allergic 
reaction to such investigation. 
Forewarned he will not use it 


only after taking precautions.

UNIDENTIFIED ALLERGY 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Both 
my husband and niece suffer 
from allergies of different 
types. At one time, my hus- 
band’s allergy became so se- 
vere that he was hospitalized. 
The swelling began at his feet 
accompanied by large, round 
welts and continued until 
they reached his head. His 
face was so swollen I would 
had T not known he was lying in} 
that particular bed in the hos-! 
pital. i 


He took about 85 “scratch 
test” and they found he was! 
allergic to tomatoes, eggs, coins 
and varius other things. Inci-} 
dentally, he eats eggs every 
morning and I keep crossing} 
my fingers — he hasn't had 
any trouble since. I guess he} 
will never know what caused 
his trouble or when or if it 
will ever strike again. Mrs. K. 


Comment: What did they} 
call the swellings? Giant urti-| 
caria? That’s the name we 
give to these large, itchy swel- 
lings that spread all over the, 
skin. As in your husband’s} 
ease ,the cause is not always 
evident beyond doubt.

cases skin tests may be posi-, 
tive and the patient may not; 
be allergically sensitive; on 
the other hand, it may be nega- 
tive, yet the patient is quite 
sensitive to the tested material 
when he eats it, inhales it or 
rubs it on the skin. 


In simple urticaria the erup- 
tions disappear within a few 
hours or days; in some patients’ 
they come in crops for many } 
weeks or months. Yes, allergy 
is a disturbing and frustrating 
condition. Our best hope is} 
to keep trying to determine the} 
actual cause and then try to} 
stay away from it or neutralize 
it with treatment. 


FROZEN SHOLDER 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
55 years old and have trouble) 
with my right shoulder. I can’t 
raise my arm above my head. 
I had an attack of coronary 
thrombosis a few months ago 
and the pain and stiffness came 
on within a few weeks after 


My doctor says K-rays show} 
that I do not have bursitis or 
arthritis in the shoulder. 1) 
have been taking physiother- 
apy for eight weeks, but it 
doesn’t seem to do much good. 
The pain never seems to leave} 


Do you have any suggestions? 
Mr, L. 


Comment: Of course, it is 
possible to have bursitis and 
still have negative X-rays. 
(Some joints with a lot of cal- 
cium give no symptoms at all 
while others — like yours — 
may be painful without evi- 
dence of calcium in the joint 
or bursa.) 


There is another factor that 


,is sometimes overlooked. Af- 


ter some attacks of coronary 
thrombosis — and we don’t 
know the exact reason unless 
there is some interference 
with the circulation in the 
joint the patient comes 
down with trouble in the shoul- 
der joint causing pain, stiff 
nes and immobility (frozen 
joint). We call it the “shoul- 
der-arm” syndrome. 


It may last for weeks or 
months, but usually clears up 
even though it is so severe 
that the swelling extends right 
down into the hand. 


Your doctor will haye to 
make the diagnosis.

EDITORIAL.... 


THE COUNCIL CHAMBERS 
AND THE COURT ROOM : 

Everyone attending council meetings and magi- 
strate’s court at Lindsay requires the sharpest of ears 
and the closest proximity to the actual proceedings to 
make even a reasonable attempt to keep abreast of what 
js taking place. 

On Monday morning of this week, magistrate’s 
court was held in the council chambers as is customary. 
The acoustics are bad at any time but if there is any 
commotion, such as repairs in progress on the building, 
court might just as well adjourn. On Monday after- 
noon, the court moved “up on the hill” to the county 
court house where the acoustics are very little better. 
The heating unit in the building pulsates into action 
frequently during the colder weather and the hissing 
of the radiators contributes nothing to people's ability 
to hear and concentrate. 

In the case of Lindsay’s council chambers, exten- 
sive work was carried out on the building but the com- 
mittee ran out of money, (a fact which is puzzling sev- 
eral people who felt this work should have been done on 
an overall contract basis with the whole price determin- 
ed at the outset), leaving the most important part of the 
building—the council chambers—virtually untouched 
except for some new chairs which weren't very badly 
needed to start with. Let’s hope that when the county 
next carries out some repairs to its court house, consid- 
eration be given to first things first—the acoustics of the 
county council chambers and of the court room.

DEMONSTRATORS , 

Several hundred anti-American demonstrators 
gathered outside the U-S Hmbassy in Moscow this mor- 
ning to protest the American blockade of Cuba. The 
large crowd was held back by two Rusisan police cars. 
One man who tried to enter the embassy was hauled 
away after a brief scuffle with a Soviet militiaman. 


APPOINT COMMITTEE 

Forty nonaligned nations appointed a committee to 
visit U-N Secretary General Thant this morning and ask 
that he persuade the U-S and Russia to refrain from 
acts of war. The organization of American States yes- 
terday voted 19-nothing to support the U-S. ‘Uruguay 
abstained as it had not yet recieved late word from its 
home government. 


GOES ON RADIO 

Cuban Premier Castro went on the radio for almost 
two hours last night and branded the blockade “an act 
of war’’—one that will bring repercussions “‘yery soon.” 
Castro denied charges that there are offensive weapons 
in Cuba—but also said he would refuse to permit any 
inspection teams on Cuban soil for a first hand look. 


REFUSED TO BE PINNED DOWN 

Canadian leaders haye refused to be pinned down 
on whether this country supports the U-S arms block- 
ade. As the blockade apparently is heading for a first 
showdown, both Prime Minister Diefenbaker and Oppo- 
sition leader Pearson ducked questions this morning on 
whether they agreed or disagreed with Washington. 
Canada now appears to be the only member of the 
Western Hemisphere which has yet to declare its back- 
ing for the blockade following yesterday’s support for 
the U-S decision by the Organization of American 
States. z 


CONTINUES APPRAISAL 

The Federal Cabinet continues its appraisal of the 
Cuba situation this morning. Last night a Conserva- 
tive backbencher—Terry Nugent—shocked the House 
of Commons by speaking out against the U-S blockade 
which he called an act of war. 


DEMONSTRATE FOR | 

Students in Ottawa /.. Montreal... and Toronto 
demonstrated for and against the United States and 
Russia yesterday and last night. In Ottawa, about 40 
students from the University of Ottawa massed in 
front of the U-S Embassy to condemn the Russian 
arms buildup in Cuba. In Montreal ahd ‘Toronto, 
pickets were divided for and against the U-S blockade 
of the island nation.

A New Democratic Leader says his group and the 
Liberals may move further together in the House of 
Commons to beat the Conservative-Socred alliance, 
Douglas Fisher—Socialist member of parliament for 
Port Arthur—told a meeting In Toronto that the New 
Democrats and the Liberals would reach an alignment 
if they can destroy the “reactionary element” in the 
Liberal Party.

Miss Carscallin was born of 
missionary parents in West

Ontario Hospital 
Services Commission 


Article 1 of a 2 part series 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 
Ontario Minister of Health 


The Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission was established in 
1956. Prior to this, the admini= 
tration of the Public Hospitals 
Act-and the Private Hospitals Act 
yeas handled by the Hospitals 
Division of the Department of 
Health. This was now transferred 
to the newly formed Commission. 

One of the main concerns of 
the Commission, through its Ho= 
pital Services Branch is to de 
yelop throughout Ontario a bal- 
anced and integrated system of 
hospitals and related health facil- 
ities. 

There are three types of ho= 
pitals in this system. The first, 
known as the active hospital, pro- 
vides diagnostic and intensive 
treatment care. At the end of 
1961 in a total of nearly 22 
lie and private hospi 
were 31,515 active hospital beds 
{or approximately 5 per 1000 
population) with over 5000 fur- 
ther beds being planned or con- 
structed. 

The other types of ‘hospitals 
provide convalescent and chronic 
care for the people of Ontario. As 
of the end of 1961 there were 
525 convalescent beds and 7,331 
chronic beds, with more of these 
also planned. Medical necessity 
determines to which hospital a 


patient should he sent and it is 
the ideal of the Commission to 
have the right patient in the right 
bed at the right time. 

Having determined the present 
and future needs of an area and 
with regard for population cen- 
tres, the Commission will approve 
the construction of new hospitals 
and will arrange for hospital 
grants. For new hospitals, approxi- 
mately 179 of the cost is pro- 
| sided by the Federal Government 
and 23% by the Ontario Govern- 
ment. The remaining 609% comes 
from community giving and hos 
pital borrowing. 

The Hospital Services Branch 
of the Commission is not only 
concerned with approving new 
hospitals, but also with seeing 
that all hospitals provide the best 
patient care at as reasonable a 
cost as possible. The Branch has 
a staff of consultants in Hospital 
Finance, Nursing, Medical Re- 
cords, Nutrition Services and Ad- 
ministration. These consultants 
are ayailable to any hospital with 
special problems, to make their 
operations as efficient as possible. 

The Hospital Services Branch 
is one of two main branches in 
the Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission. Next week I shall 
discuss the Insurance Branch and 
the services it provides for the 
people of Ontario.

RE-ROUTING HIGHWAY 35B ‘ 

A proposal has been advanced to have Highway 
35B re-routed through Lindsay. The recommenda- 
tion is to have the highway run the full length of Kent 
St. to Highway 35 just west of the town’s new boundary 
instead up along Kent to William, up William to Colborne 
and west via the circuitous route to Highway 35. 

“In the wake of the proposal several objections have 
been voiced, largely from people in business established 
along the present route. They feel it would be an in- 
justice to them to re-route the highway and take the posi- 
tion there is little to be gained by such a change.

Being pri- 
marily interested in the welfare of the town’s business 
people, it may not wish to endorse any proposal which 
will work against the interests of any of its members, 
THE VOTERS’ LIST 

Hardly an election passes — municipal, provincial or 
federal — but several people hustle off to vote only to 
find they are out of luck. It’s not that they aren't eligible 
to vote — their name just isn’t on the Voters’ List. This, 
of course, need never happen if people took the trouble 
to look at the list and determine well beforehand whether 
their name is on it. 

Lindsay's 1962 Voters‘ List is posted in the Sheriff's 
Office, the office of the Clerk of the Peace and the Post 
Office. Copies are there now and from the time of post- 
ing there isa period of about two weeks set aside in 
which to report all omissions or errors to the Town Clerk. 
There is still over a week left in which to do this. 

In checking the list, if anyone isn’t sure in which poll- 
ing subdivision they live, a glance at the descripton of its 
boundaries as outlined at the outset of each subdivision’s 
listings will tell them. They are not alphabetical so it 
is necessary to check for your name by street and number 

- which is really not so difficult. However, if one sug- 
gestion might be advanced in the publication of future 
Voters’ Lists, it would be that street names by either 
capitalized or inserted in bold face type so that they would 
stand out. 

If you wish to avoid the disappointment of finding 
ing you have been deprived of your voting franchise by 
reason of not being on the Voters’ List, check now and be 

~ sure. 


UNITY OF PURPOSE 

Attention is currently focussed on the ecumenical 

conference in Rome and pa rticular interest is centered 

- around any deliberations which might tend toward closer 
relationship between the Roman Catholic Church and the 
other religions of the world. 

At this stage in the conference it is fairly apparent 
that while actual hope of uniting the world’s religions 
isa long way off, it is generally recognized that unity of 
purpose is essential to the very survival of religion itself. 
As one leading churchman has pointed out, the religious 
forces of the world are now finding themselves in a min- 
ority position. Still another church official predicted a 
few days ago that unless the religionists aroused them- 
selves, they would shortly find that non-religious forces 
were in control of the world. 

With the forces of the god-less leaving no stone un- 
turned to spread their materialistic philosophy, this is no 
time for the God-fearing people of the world to be either 
divided or passive in their resistance. Lack of unity is it- 
self interpreted as a sign of weakness by those who have 
no desire to see the forces for good prevail and the signal 
for concentrated attack in a divided area.

With Lindsay’s nominations just about a month 
away, we would normally expect to hear some ‘election 
talk’ but so far it has been as quiet as a mouse... There’s 
scarcely a whisper let atone talk.

A man doesn’t have 
to be a very good swimmer to do point duty or patrol 
much of metropolitan Toronto and there are probably 
enough metro policemen who are able to swim fo be 
assigned to duty on districts where water hazards exist.

NEW CAR SAFETY HARNESS 

In a recent edition of the ‘New Ideas’ programme 
broadcast weekly in the BBC General Overseas Service, 
Allan Murray reported of an improved safety harness 
for cars recently submitted for the approval of the Bri- 
tish Standards Institution. 

“Many motorists recognize the great value of a safety 
belt”, said Murray, “but many drivers think that existing 
designs are open to two objections. First, there are 
cars in which it's hard — if not impossible — to get at 
all the controls when you're strapped in. And secondly 
the loose webbing tends to make an untidy jumble. 

“These are precisely the snags which the new harness 
are intended to overcome. It was designed by a former 
Royal Air Force pilot, Mr. W.E. Rand, and he claims 
that it allows drivers and passengers full freedom of 
movement while retaining its efficiency in emergencies. 
This is because the webbing is drawn from a reel, attach- 
ed to the door pillar, which takes up all the slack when 
it’s not close to the body and lets it run out again so 
smoothly that the normal movements of anybody wearing 
it are virtually unrestricted. 

“Tf the car is suddenly braked or it crashes, the in- 
ertia reel, as it’s called, at once locks fast, with the har- 
ness just where it should be. In Britain, where the har- 
ness is expected to cost something under six pounds, ar- 
rangements have already been made to market it. TI 
must say it sounds like a good new idea.”

No automobile seat belt can prevent an accident. It 
can only protect its wearer in an accident if it is being 
worn. 

Nor is a seat belt an infallible source of protection. 

BUT a 
belt. when worn, tremendously reduces these risks. The 
seat belt has become one of the most important items of 
automobile safety equipment.

perience. has declared that one third of traffic fatal- 
ities in Canada would be prevented if seat belts were 
worn. a3

BUREAUCRATIC NOSINESS 

Now that Canada has a new minister of immigra- 
tion, it is hoped that there will be no further delay in 
revising the immigration regulations in order that 
people who knock at the doors may be treated as per- 
sons desiring to live in a new country as individuals and 
as human beings. 

It might also be advisable for the minister of immi- 
gration of national revenue to get together and revise 
questions being asked of Canadians returning to Canada 
from the United States. 

At present the standard question is, “How long have 
you been away?” The terrible-tempered Mr. Bangs who 
is a native Canadian objects to this question on the ground 
that it is none of Her Majesty's concern as to whether 
he has been away one day or many weeks. If, on the 
other hand, Mr. Bangs has imported some goods, which 
he hopes to have admitted duty-free, he is required to 
give some sort of evidence that he has been away more 
than two days. But why is the question “How long have 
you been away?” asked before the person applies for 


over a few issues of the “House of Commons Debates” 
(used to be called Hansard”), we have come to the con- 
clusion that Canada is more in need of an official lan- 
guage than a change of flag. The present bi-lingual 
arrangement in parliament is causing a great deal of un- 
necessary work and expense, not to mention incon- 
venience to those who are not bilingual. For example; 
In the October 10th report of parliamentary debates, we 
come across sections which are printed part in English 
and part in French — a French representative addresses 
the house and is replied to in English by an 
English speaking representative. On towards the end of 
the edition, there is an all English translation of the 
English-French debate ... . Isn't that a wasteful doubling 
up of effort if there ever was? 

It would be interesting to know what it costs for 
Canada — a country with only 18,000,000 people — to 
maintain the bilingual arrangement which now exists, 
The answer to that one would probably be a real shocker, 
The present situations is so fraught with inconsistencies as 
to be almost humorous if it weren't so ridiculous. ‘Take 
our money for example. Our coins bear only one Jan- 
guage — Wnglish — whereas our currency is printed in 
English and French . . . Isn’t it silly to assume that a 
Frenchman can distinguish coins printed in English and 
yet would be baffled by currency in the same language? 

The right to speak one’s native tongue is inalienable 
but surely in a country so lightly populated as Canada, 
we could get along very nicely with one official language, 
What do you think?

Water In The Fall 

Now that the cold weather 
is just around the corner, most 
of the garden tools are being 
put away for another year. If 
you are getting ready to put 
the garden hose away, don’t; 
you still need it. Many trees 
jand shrubs still need water 
badly advise horticulturists 
with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture. If Mother 
Nature falls down on the job, 
you will have to take her 
place. 

For most trees and shrubs, 
winter means several months 
of drought. This can be very 
hard on evergreens which re- 
tain their leaves all winter, so 
water loss through leaves, al- 
though slight, is a problem. 
Brown evergreens in wind- 
swept corners of the yard are 
a common sight. 

You can help by ensuring 
that the trees and shrubs go 
into the winter with a goud 
jSstore of moisture. The best 
way to water is to ‘wrap a sock 
or cloth around the nozzle of 
|the hose, and place it near the 
/crown of the tree. 

If the ground is not frozen, 
it will take water, so keep it 
|flowing; trees and shrubs will 
|benefit. \

These pests overwinter on the) 
corms, so treating for them at 
this stage is very important. 
Place a small amount of he 


corms and shake them around 
in the D.D.T. 

After dusting, leave the; 
corms in the sun to start dry- 
ing. This drying is essential to 
prevent storage diseases which 
can cause heavy losses. Finish 
the drying inside under warm 
well ventilated conditions. Be- 
fore storing, clean them by 
removing the old corm’ and 
roots, but leave the husks on. | 

How you store the corms is! 
very important. Place them 
right side up in shallow trays, 
preferably wooden, and allow 
plenty of air circulation. Do 
not put the corms more than 
2 or 3 deep in‘the trays, and 
store them at 40 to 50 degrees 
F. in a well ventilated room. 
Avoid extremes in humidity. A 
damp atmosphere provides 
ideal conditions: for storage 
diseases; too dry, and the 
corms are likely to dry out. 

A final word of warning. On 
no account should any unheal- 
thy corms be put in the trays. 
If in doubt, throw them out. 
During the winter, check the 
trays regularly, throwing out 
any doubtful looking corms.

Glass Tube Cleaner 

A knotted cord does the job! 
of a special brush in cleaning 
long, curved glass tubes, and 
laboratory piping.

Defense Counsel Harry Rose 
in his summation stressed the 
fact that the accused had co- 
operated with the police in all 
but one detail. That detail 
was when he was stopped by 
OPP Constable Jean DesLaur-| 
ier who asked him where his| 
brother George was and Arm- 
strong replied that he didn’t 
know - that he had dropped 
him off on the main street at 
Minden and he thought he was 
looking for a doctor. When 
Constable DesLaurier told him 
bluntly he didn’t believe his 
story, searched the accused’s 
car and found blood on the 
passenger's side and returned 
to question him further, the ac- 
cused had changed his mind.

SQUINT 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
nine-month-old son has devel- 
oped a squint in his right eye. 
It turns in toward the nose. A 
number of people have told me 
not to do anything about it. 
They say that most children 
grow out of it. Shall I give na-) 
ture a chance or go to an eye 
doctor? Mrs. T. 

Comment: It is always good 
to give nature a chance. But 
remember that nature often 
gets in its best work after the 
doctor has done his part of the 
job. At times, as in the case 
of squint, nature is just hop- 
ing that the doctor will get his 
chance — otherwise nature 
will surely fail. 

For the longer you let this 
condition go along, the eye 
that squints will be getting 
Jazier and weaker. You know 
what happens — or are you 
too young? — when, in a team 
of horses, on pulls one way and| 
the other wants to go off in an- 
other direction. It won't be 
long before there is disruption 
or an actual accident. In un- 
treated eye squint, sight suf- 
fers permanent damage. 

Therefore, nature or no na- 
ture, tell your friends that you 
are bringing your youngster in 
for an eye examination and 
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treatment. If the squint isn’t 
too bad, perhaps special spec- 
tacles will do the job. If not, 
then the doctor may prescribe 
special eye exercises which 
will strengthen the eye mus- 
cles and help bring back full 
two-eyed vision. In some stub- 
born cases the only cure 1s 
operation. 

Remember that no two 
squint cases are the same. 
Therefore, don’t be influenced | 
by what treatment another) 
child on the block may be get-} 
ting. 


HARDENING OF 
LEG ARTERIES 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: I am a 
man in my 50’s and have been 
having increasing trouble in 
walking. When I take it easy, 
everything seems all right. 
But, when I walk fast, I get 
pain and cramps in the calves 
of my legs. They feel as heavy 
as lead and then I have to stop 
and rest for a few minutes. 
Then the pain goes away and/ 
I can go on again — more} 
slowly, of course. Is there) 
anything to do to stop hard- 
ening of the leg arteries? Mr.} 
Ye 

Comment: In a general way, 
here is what you should do for} 
“intermittent claudication.” 
Have a complete checkup by 


an internist or family physi- 
cian first. It’s important to 
know whether or not you have 
diabetes, high blood pressure 
and learn the state of your 
general blood circulation. 
How is your blood cholesterol? 

Then, it would be a good idea 
for you to see a doctor who 
specializes in “peripheral vas- 
cular disease” (diseases of the 
arteries and veins in the extre- 
mities), He will take whatever 
X-rays are necessary to learn 
just how much atherosclerosis 
there is in the arteries, Injec- 
tions of special opaque mater- 
jal will help outline most of 
the circulation in the legs. 

The doctor may decide that 
exercise alone will help. Or, 
you may also need drugs 
which sometimes help to di- 
late the arteries and improve 
circulation. If your choles- 
terol is high he will put you on 
a special diet. If you smoke, 
better quit entirely - and at 
once, If your condition doesn’t 
improve, even though you 
have been a cooperative pa- 
tient, then there is always 
surgery to consider. This of- 
ten has much to offer in re- 
placing diseased arteries by ar- 
tificial tubes.

TROUBLE BREATHING 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; What 
causes difficulty in breathing 
through the nose? I've had the 
trouble for years. B. 

Comment: If you were a 
youngster I'd say better check 
on the adenoid tissue in back 
of your nose, but that’s prob- 
ably not a factor now, because 
it shrinks as we grow older. 

Have yeu been to a nose and 
throat specialist for a careful 
checkup? There are a few 
causes of nasal obstruction to} 
be zuled out. 

For example, a common one! 
is deviated septum, which en- 
roaches on the breathing 
space. Many people have nas- 
al polyps which block one or 
both sides of the nose. How 
are your sinuses? And here’s 
an important consideration: 
allergy. 

Here is a patient who tells 
me that she stumbled on the 
cause of her insomnia which 
was due to blocked up nasal 
passages. She was in the hab- 
it of taking milk and cake be- 
fore bedtime. Within an hour} 
or two her nose would feel 
stuffy. 

While on vacation, and not 
haying easy access to milk at 
night, she “breathed like a 
new person.” Her first night 
at home it was the same story:| 
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difficulty in breathing. Play- 
ing detective, she decided to 
do without her pre-bedtime 
snack and milk. She had no 
trouble breathing. Nor has 
she since, because she has giv- 
en up taking milk at night. - 

Another man told me he 
had similar trouble after eat- 
ing corn, I tell you about these 
patients for this reason: if your 
doctor can’t find a cause such 
as septal deviation, or polyps, 
always conside the possibility 
of allergy causing swollen tur- 
binates and nasal congestion.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I think 
J have too much acid in my 
blood. A friend told me to cut 
down on acid foods like fruits} 
and vegetables. Will you ex-| 
plain? Mrs. T. 

Comment: If you are other- 
wise healthy, I would: be safe 
in giving you odds of at least! 
100,000 to one that a labora-' 
tory report on a specimen of| 
your blood taken today would) 
come back “Alkaline!” There 
are fewer misconceptions than’ 
the one about “too much acid.” 

Let me give you a scientific, 
measuring stick for acidity and| 
alkalinity and you will under-} 
stand better what I mean. 

Whether the body’s tissues 
or fluids ar acid or alkaline is} 
expressed on PH scale. (which 
measures the concentration of 
hydrogen ions in fluids). The} 
scale runs from 0 to 14, The) 
mid-or-neutral point is 7. Any-| 
thing above 7 is alkaline; any- 
thing below is acid. Normally 
the blood is weakly alkaline at 
PH 7. 

Nature keeps it at this figure | 
almost constantly. It is true 
that the gastric juice is acid!

“too much acidity’ but they 
are got rid of by the lungs, kid- 
neys, and skin, before they ! 
can change the alkaline char- 
acter of blood. 

Therefore, Mrs. T., don't 
worry about too much acid in 
your blood. And, of course, | 
don’t be upset about ‘acid sto- 
mach” as hydrochloric acid is 
a normal constituent here. 

As for diet, all you need is a 
well-rounded diet to insure a 
proper mixture of acid and al- 
kaline factors. The acid pro-| 
ducing foods are the high pro- 
tein dispensers such as cereals, 
fish, eggs, meat and poultry. 
Fruits and vegetables yield al- 
kaline. Many are mistaken in 
believing that because a food 
is tart or sour (lemons, oran- 
ges, grapefruit,etc.), it produc- 
es acid. These have an alka- 
line effect on the body. 

Many food-faddists propa- 
gandize the need for special al- 
kaline orjacid diets. There is 
no medical basis for these 
novel and unscientific diet- 
contraptions. Take your acid- 
forming and alkaline-forming 
foods at random in a common 
sense, mixed diet and leave the 


rest to nature.

COTTAGE OWNERS REQUIRE CONSIDERATION 
Attention is being focussed with increasing fre 
quency on various cottagers’ associations operating im 
the resort areas of this district. For the TORY part Kowne 
ships (their councils) appear to be making an SHR 
to co-operate with these groups, recognizing that they 
are now major contributors to the municipal tax coffers 
and as such, are entitled to the privileges accorded 
taxpayers anywhere. There are, however, some ex- 
See the beginning of a determined effort to 
elect members to council representing the cottagers in 
last year’s Somerville Twp. elections. This has been 
followed by action taken in the Bolsover area where a 
special advance poll has been arranged and at least two 
members suggested as possible eandidates in the next 


Eldon Township election. 


At the moment, Haliburton Lake Cottagers’ Associa- 
tion is reported to be taking preliminary steps toward 
secession from Dysart Township. Relations between 
these cottagers and the township have been “edgy” for 
some time and they took a turn for the worse as a re- 
sult of some remarks attributed to the reeve who is re- 
ported to have said: “They are just a few hecklers who 
want some publicity. 


After talking with a widely known Dysart Town- 
ship developer, we are of the opinion that there are no 
differences which couldn’t be settled amicably if the 
township recognize the cottagers as year-round rate- 
payers, even though they only live there during the 
summer. We gather from him that the key require- 
ment in this case is a meeting with the association 
at which their problems could be discussed and ways 
of resolving them considered. He suggests that the 
township should take the initiative and if it 
does, there is little doubt but that the difficulties being 
encountered could be cleared up. “There is no point in 
antagonizing each other and should the situation deter- 
iorate to the actual point of secession, it would not 
really be good for either cottagers or the township as a 
whole,” he declared, noting that operating a small, self- 
contained municipality is far from economical. 

Tt is indeed surprising what can be achieved if 
“warring” factions can lay down thier arms long 
enough to table their grievances and consider both 
sides of them instead of just their own.

Fire protection vote 


coming in Manvers Twp. 


Bethany (PN) — As a result 
of Thursday night’s meeting 
called by the Manvers Town- 
ship Council in the interests 
of supplying fire protection 
for all the township, residents 
will have the opportunity to 
vote on this question at the 
December election. 

At a meeting held one 
month ago, a committee was 
appointed representing each 
polling division to enquire in- 
to costs of fire protection. 
This committee were: Floyd 
Stinson, Lotus; Bert Porter, 
Ballyduff; Thomas White, Pon- 
typool, Alfred Johnston, Man- 
vers Station; Vincent Jacksor 
Bethany; Laverne McKinley, 
Fleetwood; Melville Wright, 
Fleetwood; Ross Davidson, 
township clerk and Reeve 
Henry Jakeman. 

At Thursday night’s busi- 
ness Ross Davidson reported 
their findings which estimated 
that an additional one-and-a-| 
half (142) mills taxation over 
the entire township would 
support three fire units in the 
three main villages, Ponty- 
pool, Janetville and Bethany 
This estimate would take care 
of two portable pumper units, 
for Bethany supplementing 
the equipment already on 
hand and one in Janetville, 
plus conveyance trucks by 
buying the chassis and having 
tanks built on them which 
would hold appromixately 
800 gals. of water. This esti- 
mate would retire all the capi- 
tal costs of $6,000.00 over a 
ten year period including 
maintenance and capital ex- 
pense.

The Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission is made up of two} 
main branches. The Hospital Ser- 
vices Branch is concerned with 
the development of an adequate 


system of hospitals thronghou 


Ontario, operating as efficiently as 
possible. The second Branch of 
the Commission is the Hospital 


Tnsurance Branch. 


In January 1959 the Hospital 


Insurance Plan came into effect 


and the chief function of the In- 
surance Branch is to administer 
this plan. As of the end of 196] 
approximately 6,000,000 people or 
96.5% of the eligible population 
of Ontario were registered m this 


plan. 


Some of the service available to 
patients in hospital include stand- 
ard ward accommodation and 
meals, necessary nursing service, 
laboratory, radiological and other 
diagnostic procedures, drags and 
related preparations, and the use 
of the operating rooms and anaes 


thetic facilities. 


The Hospital Insurance Branch 
& responsible for collectmg pre- 
mums from those registered. Ap- 
proximately 4% million people 
are enrolled through groups and 
another 145 million are msured 
on a pay direct basis. During 1961 
nearly $90,000.000 was collected. 
In the three years since the Plan 
began 3,000,000 people have had 
their hospital bills paid—a nom-

| ber equal to half the population 
of Ontario. 

Tt is also the responsibility of 
thts Branch to process all claima 
and make payments to over 228 
|public and private hospitals in 
the Province for the services they 
provide to patients. Altogether 
t} last year a total of nearly 300 
million dollars was spent on all 
kinds of hospital care in Ontario. 
This includes $215,000,000 for ac- 
tive treatment, convalescent and 
chronic hospital services and 
1 | $83,000,000 for mental and tuber- 
culosis care. These expenses are 
met by $90,000,000 in premiums 
from the Hospital Insurance Plan, 
$100,000,000 from the Federal 
Goyernment and $120,000.000 from 
the Goyernment of Ontario. 

Active, convalescent and chronic 

tre hospitals all provide special- 
ized services to patient. As it costs 
over $17,000 a bed to build a 
hospital and approximately $7,000 
a year to maintain it, it is the 
aim of the Commission to have 
the right patient, because of med- 
ical necessity, m the right bed at 
the right time. 

The Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission is represented im the 
Legislature by the Minister of 
Health, although not a direct re- 
sponsibility of the Department of 
Health. It tries to mamtain a well- 
balanced system of hospitals for 
the people of Ontario at a nom- 
inal cost throngh their hospital 


insurance.

SOMETHING TO THINK ABOUT é 
In these days when government inquisitiveness 


about what should be the individual's private concern. 
is so rampant, there is an outstanding article in the our- 
rent issue of Readers’ Digest which will no doubt give 
a lot of people something to think about. 

The article centres around the 
Pennsylvania’s Amish community, (members of which 
are well known here from attending the spring horse 
sale at Lindsay), who are opposing United States Social 
Security. In a nutshell, they neither want to pay Into 
the scheme nor receive benefits therefrom. They take 
the position that their religion forbids the arrangement 
by imposing upon each member of the community the 
responsibility of providing for himself and his own and, 
on occasion, coming to the rescue of a less fortunate 
neighbour. The United States Internal Revenue Dept. 
is demanding that they conform and the case is to be 
decided by the courts. ; 

We have often wondered what would happen in 
Canada if a group, or even an individual, chose to re- 
ject demands upon him for so-called social security 
payments and took the position they wanted no part of 
it-—neither contributions nor benefits. Maybe this 
United States case will indicate the chances (or other- 
wise) of an individual ever again becoming free of state 
contro} in such matters. 

When we take inventory of what is happening in 
this country at the moment, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why so many people are really no longer masters 
of their own fate and can hardly call their soul their 
own. Which is right—the position taken by the Amish 
Community of Pennsylvania or the “let the government 
do it” attitude of the majority of American and Cana- 
dian people? 

SOMEONE HAS TO PUT THEIR FOOT DOWN 

Soviet Russia, running true to the Communist party 
line, continues to keep much of the world in turmoil, De- 
velopments in Cuba, perhaps the most daring move in 
Russia’s avowed intention of imposing world Commun- 
ism, really couldn’t have come as much of a surprise to 
any who have been following the news. The only sur- 
prising thing is that United States had been (to all out- 
ward appearances) so completely hoodwinked as to be- 

‘lieve that Cuba’s arms build-up was really defensive in 
nature, particularly since there has been such open alli- 
ance between the Castro regime and Russia. 

We in the West have been repeatedly warned that Red 
domination of the free world was not only an objective but 
was in fact being achieved, largely by the tried and tested 
Communist tactic of dividing and conquering . . . under- 
mining established authority, infiltrating our trade unons, 
our government and any organization or group which could 
be used to its advantage. We have largely remained com-

placent,. thinking it made good reading but wasn’t 
really so. The affair in Cuba brings it a little closer to 
home . . . It may awaken people in this hemisphere to 


the reality of the situation and they may decide to give 
life a little tougher for those in our midst who are given 
virtually a free-hand at undermining our system while 
denying us access of a similar kind to their people. 

Right here in Canada we allow the free circulation 
of many Red periodicals and propaganda sheets which 
are designed to destroy the very system which permits 
such freedom. How far do you think we would get in 
any Communist-controlled country peddling our propa- 
ganda openly and brazenly? We have only to regard the 
East-West Berlin wall to find the answer to that one. 

Someone has to put their foot down on Russian ex- 
pansion, especially as it presents a military threat to 
world peace. Russia probably doesn’t want to go to war 
to achieve Communist domination of the world but she 
apparently has no objection to using intimidation as a 
weapon for ‘peaceful’ aggression which she prefers to 
label ‘peaceful co-existence’. 


FARM UNITY 

It was obvious at the Ontario Farmers’ Union conven- 
tion in Lindnsay this week that unity of interests as far as 
the farmer is concerned is going to be a difficult thing 
to achieve. There are many points of common ground to 
farmers on which unity can be attained but it was ap- 
parent during debates on several resolutions before the 
convention, particularly those having to do with limiting 
production and maintaining prices at specified production 
levels, that there was a sharp division of feeling. The 
bigger producer seemed to feel that some of the restrict- 
ions proposed would act as a penalty against them and 
therefore could not support the resolutions. 

The farm production problem is one of the most com- 
plicated of all and since farming, unlike manufacturing, 
is a family or individual enterprise, what suits one, might 
not suit another, haying regard to individual circum- 
stances. In many of the resolutions which were given 


majority approval, the number of abstaining voters was... 


significant enough fo suggest that there was not real unity 
on the issue under consideration. 

The president of the Ontario Farmers’ Union did 
make one statement at the outset of the conyention which 
bears repeating: “We can act as businessmen and pro- 
duce for consumer demand by regimenting our industry 
fo produce quantities for markets at home and abroad 
with a price tag attached covering cost of production and 
profit.” He made the statement in proposing an alterna- 
tive to over-producing on fhe present subsidy basis with 
no consideration as to the market needs, being satisfied 
to produce at unrealistic prices with government storage 
bins as the only real market, In commending the “busi- 
nessmen” approach to production and marketing, the pre- 
sident Was encouraging a realistic approach to farm pro- 
duction and marketing which might lead farmers out of 


dilema of over-production with its attendant “no incen- 
tive” returns,

NEW FARM FENCING SYSTEM 

A new fencing system designed by a Yorkshire 
working farmer, Charles Mills, is already earning the 
approval of farmers in a number of countries outside 
Britain for its combined virtues of sturdiness and ease 
in setting up either for permanent or temporary fenc- 
ing. 

“The basis of it,” reported Bill Myatt in the ‘New 
Ideas’ programme broadcast weekly in the BBC General 
Overseas Service, “is a self-bracing fencer-unit called 
a Mills fencer, after its originator. This unit can be 
used either for tencing open wire fences, or as a strain- 
ing post for single-strand or chain-link fencing. By 
its use farmers can have strong stock-proof fencing 
at only part of the cost of other forms. It is said to be 
just the thing for temporary penning of pigs, for fold- 
ing sheep, for lambing and shearing pens, and for 
cattle corrals. 

“The straining post is made from tubular steel 
rod, with a welded square plate which is anchored by 
four vertical flat plates being driven into the ground. 
Line posts made from Y-shaped steel, provided with 
slots and locking clips, support the wire or chain-link 
fencing. The boomerang plate faces down the line of 
posts to provide the necessary grip and stability for 
the straining post. Straining is done by a pry-bar 
slopped into holes at the top of the post and used like 
a capstan. 

“Such fencing can be set up quickly. Under most 
conditions ten minutes is about the time it takes to put 
up the Mills Fencer. And it is possible for one hundred 
yards of pig fencing to be erected in an hour and a half 
by two men.’’ —BBC London Letter. 

HUNTING IS NOT DANGEROUS 

The approach of the hunting season will be the signal 
once again for a number of people to view with alarm 
and point with horror to the hunting accident toll. They 
will decry the sport as a dangerous one and cite the 
current number of hunting accidents to bolster their 
claim. 

Hunting is not a dangerous sport. It is not nearly as 
dangerous as going for a Sunday drive in the family car. 
Almost every weekend there are more people killed in 
automobile accidents across Canada than are killed or 
woundd during the entire hunting season. Actually, in- 
surance companies rank hunting as 17th on the list of 
dangerous sports with such commonplace activities as 
football and swimming near the top of the list 

Hunting is not dangerous. However, some of the 
people who hunt are dangerous, because they do not obey 
the simple rules of courtesy and safety. These same 
people are. equally dangerous when they disregard the 
simple rules of courtesy and safety at the wheel of their

SQUAW WINTER DRIVING 

Drivers in this section of the country are getting 
a preview of things to come during the “squaw winter” 
which hit the region with a vengeance during the last 
few hours. It’s a sudden switch and one which calls 
for a revision of many driving habits... .Gone, temp- 
orarily, are the mornings when we can rush out of the 
house at the last minute and make a swift dash for 
work; gone, too, is the type of driving that lets one 
hurry along the streets, safely counting on being able 
to make a quick stop if the need occurs. In their place 
are the need for leaving more time to prepare the yehi- 
cle for its day’s run and the even greater need for pro- 
ceeding with the utmost care, allowing ample time for 
braking and being able to cope with emergencies as they 
arise. 

Perhaps one of the more open invitations to an 
accident in the wake of a heavy snowfall lies with those 
who leave their vehicles parked outside overnight and 
don’t take the trouble to entirely remove the snow from 
Setting out withont taking this 
precaution is not only unfair to oneself but to others on 
the road—It is really just as much an act of careless- 
ness as any other form of inattentive driving. Judg- 
ing from the number of drivers who are neglectful 
In this respect, highway traffic lawmakers maybe 
should write (if they already haven't) an article into 
the act which make it a punishable offense. 


THE WORLD BREATHES EASIER 
NO THANKS TO CANADA‘S GOVT. 

With the announcement by Russia that it is agreeable 
to the United Nations supervision og the dismantling of 
Cuba-based missiles and they’re return to the Soviet 
Union, the world breathes a little easier, For days now 
the situation has had large numbers of people sitting on 
tenterhooks wondering what was going to happen. The 
threat of an all-out war seemed perilously imminent and 
they didn’t like the prospect. 

The crisis did one thing which might be turned to 
the benefit of the people of this country — It showed 
how really ill-prepared Canada is to meet the threat of a 
nuclear war. As one commentator put it: “Apart from 
a bomb shelter for the Prime Minister and his key men, 
no provision had been made for the safety of the’ rest 
of Canada’s people”. (The people of Lindsay haven’t 
even been informed of the function of an air raid siren 
which was installed here about six months ago.) Through- 
out the crisis, Canada did very little to keep its people 
informed as to what was taking place and “evasion” seem- 
ed to be the password .. . Direct questions brought in- 
direct answers and the whole situation was thoroughly 
unsatisfactory. 

Now in this interval of relaxed tension, the Opposition 
should take the government to task for its indecisive- 
ness and its apparent “do nothing” attitude in the face of

CONTROL OF WOLVES AND OTHER PREDATORS 

in view of the criticism by certain local groups of 
the Wolf Research Programme initiated by the Depart- 
ment of Lands & Forests in 1957 and still being car- 
ried on, the Conservation Council of Ontario has gone 
on record with a letter to the Minister wholeheartedly 
supporting the programme and urging its continuation 
for as long as may be necessary. 

Broadly speaking, the purpose of this research is 
to find out what happens to a wolf population if it is 
not controlled and what methods of control should be 
adopted wherever it can be shown that there is need 
for control. Pending the results of this research 
into the most effective methods of control the Conser 
vation Council has recommended the employment of 
men specially trained for the purpose wherever it can 
be shown that control is necessary. 

From all available evidence the Conservation Coun- 
cil is satisfied that the payment of bounties never has 
and never can effect control of wolves and other pre- 
dators, and that consequently the bounty system is a 
complete waste of money. 


Furthermore the decision to exterminate wolves 
in a given area without sufficient knowledge to justify 
such action can be another way of wasting money 
that might be channelled into management programmes 
of known value. Ill considered programmes of wolf 
control in both Canada and the United States have, in 
the past, been completely ineffective as far as leading 
to an increase in deer populations is concerned. Quite 
often they have had the reverse effect, and have in 
some cases, where poison has been used, resulted in 
the killing of valuable fur-bearers. 


To get the facts that will enable the Department 
of Lands & Forests to carry out wildlife Management 
programmes that will be in the best long term interest 
of the people of this province, research is essential. 


‘The Conservation Council is pleased to note that in re- 


cent years the department has followed a policy of 
basing its management programmes on the knowledge 
gained from research.

IN GOOD SUPPLY 
Potatoe harvesting is now 


‘the order of the day on many 


farms across the Province, 
particularly in specialized 
areas for this important food 
crop. Consumers will be pleas- 
ed to know that this year’s crop 
of Ontario grown potatoes 
continues fo show a distinct 


improvement in quality, says] 


the Farm Products Branch of 
the Ont. Department of AES 
culture. 


Hundreds of tests over wide 
areas show average dry mat- 
ter content often over 20 per- 
cent, and in some cases, ex- 
ceeding 23 per cent. This in- 
dicates excellent keeping and 
cooking quality. and compares 
most favorably with potatoes 
grown in any other area of this 
continent. Most crops are 
grading a high percentage of 
number one grade, with very 
little loss from lack of matur- 
ity, disease and insect injury. 
Present estimates place the 
farm value in Ontario around 
twenty-five million dollars. 


While there are substantial 
quantities going to processors 
for such products as instant 
mashed potatoe flakes, french 
fries, and potatoe chips, de- 
mands for fhe fresh product in 
10, twenty-five. fifty and seven- 
ty-five pound bags have been 
brisk. 

There has been a marked in- 
crease in quantities of Ontario 
potatoes handled by dealers in 
recent vears, and consumers 
now look for regular supplies 
direct from Ontario farms. 
Growers are catering to these 
local markets through adop- 
tion of modern practices in au- 
tomation of production, grad- 
ing, storing and packaging fa- 
cilities.

The Ontario Farmers’ Unit 
wants an end put to election 
“slush funds’. 

A resolution tabled at the 
closing session of the OFU’s 
Lindsay convention would have 
all parties share equally in an 
election fund established by 
the government in power prior 
to the election. 

The resolution charges that 
money heretofore contributed 
\by abattoirs, manufacturers 
and practically all industry, 
except farming, acts as a bribe} 
to the two old line parties. 

The whole resolution reads: 

“We the members of the 
Farm Union find that in the 
time of an election there are 
large sums of money taken 
from the hands of abattoirs, 
manufacturers, and practically 
all industry except farming. 
Thus creating a fund. This 
money is used to defray the ex- 
penses of the Liberal and Cno- 
servative candidates, but no 
one else. We believe this 
money acts as a bribe. When 
these candidates are elected 
they ar influenced by this fund 
to favor those who paid toward 
it, over the rights of the farm- 
er, THEREFORE WE would 
ask that the government trea- 
suries provide a fund for this 


‘purpose, Also that the N.D.P. 


and Social Credit Candidates 
be allowed an equal share, and 
that a few be enforced to pro- 
hibit campaign funds to any 
one in the future unless pro- 
vided by the governments.”

Reaboro W. 


Reaboro (PNS) — The brave 
and daring expedition of 300 
Ottawa Valley Rivermen were 
recalled in an article read by 
Mrs. Orvil Stokes to the mem- 
bers of the Reaboro Women’s 
Institute at their October meet- 
ing held at the home of the 
secretary, Mrs. Ward Holmes. 

The article mentions the 
song “En roulant ma boule 
roulent” which has been 
heard since men began to haz- 
ard their lives on the “White 
water of the rivers all flowing 
into the mighty Ottawa. It) 
was heard too on the Red 
River, and consequently on 
the Nile. In September 1884, 
300 rivermen of the Ottawa 
Valley sailed in the steamer, 
“Ocean King” to transport the 
British relief column up the 
cataracts of the Nile in an at- 
tempt to rescue General Gor- 
don beseiged by the Madhi 
fanatics in Ehartoum. Of the 
889 men in the boat corps only 
12 were missing on the roll 
call in Canada. One had died 
duruing the crossing and the 
other 11 were casualties of the 
expedition. They transported 
an army 1200 miles overcom- 
ing rapids and cataracts that 
were considered impossible for 
navigation. Their prowess and 
courage won warm praise from 
the British correspondents 
with the expedition. The only 
interlude during those arduous) 
weeks under a burning sun 
came when the Canadian river- 
mien took pot shots at the cro- 
codiles. 

Mrs. Stokes explained that 
she was particularly interested 
in this expedition as she was 
acquainted with three of the 
voyagers.

Plans for “crash program” 
to aid Kawarthas outlined 


Over 100 prominent citizens 
of Victoria and Peterboro 
Counties attended a dinner 
meeting in the Empress Hotel, 
Peterboro, Monday night and 
heard with keen interest the 
announcement of J, McHattie 
of the Ontario Dept. of Travel 
pand Publicity, that the provin- 
cial government plans to 
Jaunch a “Crash Program” to 
boost the tourist industry in 
the Kawarthas. 

The meeting, which was 
sponsored by the Kawartha 
Lakes Tourist Association, was 
chaired by Keith Brown, 
M.P.P. for Peterboro and the 
attendance included: Mayor 
J. €. Holtom and Reeve L.G 
Found, of Lindsay; Bruce 
Chisholm, proprietor of Lunce 
Haven; Don Scott, past presi- 
dent of the Lindsay © of C; 
Reeve Max Kennedy of Veru- 
,lam Township; Reeve Owen 
Sweetman of Mariposa Town- 
ship and Reeve L. Cunning- 
ham, Ross Poole and Keith 
Gordon of Bobcaygeon. 

Interesting statistics regard- 
ing tourism were presented by 
Mr. McHattie, including the 
statement that the spread of 
tourist dollars had been stead- 
ily increasing in the Kawar- 
tha’s potentialities are unlim- 
ited providing members of! 
the K.L.T.A., as well as oper- 
ators of lodges, merchants, 
service station operators and 
businessmen generally  co- 


operate in raising funds to 
carry on publicity and improve 
the standard of accommoda- 
tion, as well as extend a warm 
welcome to tourists. 

For instance Lakefield bene- 
fited (by actual survey) to the 
extent of $300,000 from tour- 
ist accommodation, meals, etc., 
in one season; Bobcaygeon by 
$460,000 and Peterboro City 
by $500,000 {accommodation 
and meals). The figures above 
do not include the tourist dol- 
lars spent with merchants, ser- 
vice stations, etc. 

Mr. McHattie, who inciden- 
tally hails originally from Bea- 
verton, further 
some $2,200,000 dollars were 
spent in the Kawartha district 
last year by tourists and he be- 
lieved if the KLTA and other 
organizations properly adver- 
fised the region and acquaint- 
ed tourists with the many fine 
historical sites in the area, etc., 
‘that in three years tourists 
would spend in the neighbor- 
hood of $450,000,000 in the 
Kawarthas, 

In mentioning various his- 
torical matters in the Kawar- 
tha region, the speaker in- 
cluded the history as compiled 
by the Langton’s of Sturgeon 
Point and old landmarks; the 
passage of Champlain through 
the Sturgeon Lake district; 
the story which could be told 
by Capt. Young of the sinking 
of a large float of pine logs; 
the mounds in some districts 
uncovered by archeologists; 
other Indian burial grounds as 
well as various Indian articles 
which have been discovered in 
fhe Kawartha regions, 

Reference was made to the 
fact that some 57,000,000 
people in the United States 
and elsewhere are living with- 
in a 24-hour drive by motor 
car to the Kawarthas, 

The Department of Travel 
and Publicity, Mr, McHattie 
said, 1s ready to co-operate in 
many ways to increase the} 
flow of tourists to the Kawar- 


stated that} 


thas and many surveys have 
already taken place showing 
the yearly tourist influx and 
how tourist dollars are spent. 
The proposed ‘crash progrom’ 
is the first of its kind to be 
launched in Ontario, will mean 
the expenditure of thousands 
of dollars in various types of 
publicity. Resort owners, 
towns, cities and other muni- 
cipalities should be ready to 
co-operate, he declared. 

The speaker cited statistics 
showing that of the tourist 
dollar, the resort operators 
only gets back 20 per cent, 
the service stations 15 per cent 
and the merchants, rest- 
aurants, etc, 65 per cent. 
Therefore, the KLTA should 
receive the support of mer- 
chants and others and cer- 
tainly of resort owners. 

USE THE BOOT STRAPS 

Mayor Holtom of Lindsay 
stated that the department 
could not do all the work. “Tf 
the K.L.T.A. is to reap the full 
benefit of a campaign then ‘f 
behooves everyone interested 
to pull themselves up by the 
bootstraps, he declared. He 
intimated that municipal coun- 
cils should help the Lake Ont-

Owned by Harry Hall of

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: How 
would you define a good doc 
tor?—J. 

Comment: Of course, the 
first essential is that he has 
had good medical training and

unhurriedly begins to unbur- 
den himself of his anxieties 
and fears. 

The good doctor must be 
tactful. He must know how 
to handle the family as well 
as the patient. (Good pediatri- 
cians are masters at this.) He 
must be able to keep confi- 
dences. The patient must feel

his doctor is the safe reposi- 
tory of his innermost secrets. 
The good doctor is optimistic. 
A one-sentence description 
of a good doctor is that he is 
one who thinks of the worst 
yet hopes for the best.

guilty until proved innocent. 
Otherwise, he may occasional- 
ly overlook serious disease if 
he has a tendency to minimize 
the patient’s compaints. But, 
having discovered disease, he 
must be optimistic and keep 
fighting to overcome it. 
The good doctor must be suf 
ficiently energetic to be able 


to make house calls and night 


calls as needed. He must 
realize that everyone, no mat- 
ter how skilled, has his limita- 
tions.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; My 
husband was recently told 
that he has “premature ventri- 
cula” contractions. The doc- 
tor said that coffee and cigar 
ettes might aggravate it so ne} 
cut them out.

My husband is 49, 5 feet 9 
inches and weighs about 160 
pounds. His blood pressure} 
is normal, and the doctor says 
his electrocardiograms and 
physical examination are nor- 
mal except for the skips. My| 
husband says he has noticed 
the condition on and off for) 
years, but it hasn't frightened 
him and he has never thought 
much about it. | 

However, I’m worried as to} 
what it means, and wonder 
what it will do to his heart) 
later on. Won't this eventu- 
ally damage it?

Comment: Regular readers 
will recall how often I have 
mentioned heart skips (prema- 
ture contractions; extrasy- 
stoles); how often I have said| 
that they may be tound in the} 
most normal of heart; that the

You should feel fortunate 
Mrs. D., that your husband is 
not the worrisome type. Other- 
wise, he-like you-would be 
worrying himself sick un- 
necessarily. And if you keep 
on going to pieces about tt 
it won't be long before the 
anxiety will be catching and 
he, too, will become concern-| 
ed. When that happens, then 
you will really have a problem 
on your hands. If he develops 
a heart phobia, you may-in 
part—be to blame. 

I suggest that you believe 
his doctor who says he hasn't 
got heart disease. Often these 
heart skips go as they came- 


|for no apparent reason. Some- 


times tranquilizers help. But 
your main pjob is to keep from 
making your husband more 
concerned about himself than 
he is.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
worried about my husband. He 
had a coronary thrombosis 
attack four days ago. Al 
though he seems to be doing 
all right and we have confi- 
dence in our family doctor, 
I'd feel better if a heart spe- 
cialist could take a look at 
him once. What's the best 
way to go about it?-Mrs. Z. 

Comment: Just ask for it. 
The doctor-patient relation- 
ship should not be a fragile 
thing. You speak of your fa-| 
mily doctor doing a good job, 
and, being apprehensive, it is 
natural that you want to leave 
undone to promote your hus- 
band’s recovery. | 

Your family doctor will) 
understand your anxiety and 
will readily call in consulta- 
tion, I’m sure. Years ago it 
was not uncommon for a doc- 
tor to be “hurt” when his pa- 
fients asked for another medi- 
cal opinion. He took it as a 
personal insult; he felt that 
it indicated a lack of confi- 
dence. 

But the modern doctor likes 
to put himself smack into the 
middle of the patient’s dilema.| 
He knows how he feels when 


member of his own family. 
Doctors don’t hesitate to ask 
consultation under such ‘con- 
ditions. Why should he re- 
fuse the same for his patient? 
- In my experience, the good 
and efficient doctor never 
denies his patient the benefit 
of consultation.
